MOSCOW, Nov. 28—Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinov tonight 
linked two serious Far Eastern bor- 
der clashes with the German-Jap- 
anese pact and charged that both 
nations had signed a secret mili- 
tary alliance agreement so they 
might start a war which would 
spread to all continents. 

He spoke before the All-Union 
Congress of Soviets, which earlier 
had heard that Russia virtually has 
doubled its submarine fleet this 


year. 

In the most important speech 
since Dictator Josef Stalin’s ap- 
pearance, Litvinov gave the con- 
gress his “absolute assurance” 
there was a secret German-Japan- 
ese military agreement behind the 
recently announced anti-Komintern 
pact. 

“There is no sense to this pact,” 
he said. “But. I can say with 
knowledge and full responsibility 
for my statement that 15 months 
of negotiation by a Japanese mili- 
tary attache with German diplo- 
mats has resulted in a secret agree- 
ment. 

“Two Considerable Violations.” 


“Within 48 hours after the pact 
was signed,” he continued, “two 
considerable violations of the Sov- 
iet border occurred. But the in- 
vaders did not realize who Was 
guarding our Far Eastern fron- 
tiers.” 

He referred to reports of heavy 
losses in fights between Russian 
and Japanese-Manchoukuoan bor- 
der patrols. 

Turning quickly, Litvinov start- 
ed a great ovation for Gen. Vassily 
Constantinovich Bluecher, the Sov- 
let Far Eastern commander, who 
Was standing ohm the rostrum. 

The ovation was duplicated later 
when Litvinov declared the Soviets 
were resting their strength in the 
Bolshevist army. 

Earlier, the Foreign Commissar 
had led the applause for the Span- 
ish Ambassador, Marcelino Pascua. 
The Ambassador had bitterly as- 
sailed Fascism, asserting its policy 
was based on “contempt for peace.” 

Warning in His Speech. 

Litvinov said the Soviet Union 
“wants no partners and no blocs, 
it simply offers co-operation for 
Peace. It can give more than it 
receives, 

“We know there now exists a 
bloc between Italy and Germany 
* one hand and Germany and 
Japan on the other. We have au- 
thentic information that Italy pro- 
posed to Japan conclusion of an 
agreement similar to that existing 
between Japan and Germany as 
described in the press.

“Workers’ Court” Convicts Him of 
Persuading His Staff Not 
to Join Them.

PARIS, Nov. 28.—The chief engi- 
neer of-a mtealjurgical factory at 
Lille was forced today to leave the 
plant after stay-in strikers set up 
“a workers’ court” in his private 
office and declared him “guilty” of 
persuading other engineers not to 
strike. 

The Government’s promise to ap- 
ply the 40-hour week to miétallur- 
gical industries Dec. 6 resulted in 
an announcement by the metal 
workers that no general strike in 
that industry now was contem- 
plated. There were strikes in other 
regions, however.

INQUIRY CENTERS 
ON THREE POINTS 


Conspiracy Conviction, In- 
dictment on Perjury 
Charge and Actions as 
Executor of Estate. 


The first step in proceédings 
looking to the filing of disbarment 
proceedings against Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, baby broker in the 
Muench hoax, was taken yesterday, 
the Post-Dispatch learned, when a 
member of the St. Louis Bar Dis- 
ciplinary Committee began a study 
of Jones’ professional conduct, 

Chiefly claiming the attention of 
the committee member as he began 
his survey were: 

The conviction at Kahokia, Mo., 
of Jones, along with Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench and Mrs. Hefen Berroyer 
of conspiracy to take custody of 
a child without authority of the 
Juvenile Court. The case was an 
outgrowth of the Muench baby 
hoax. 

The indictment of Jones for 
perjury as a result of his fanci- 
ful testimony in the successful 
habeas corpus suit of Anna Ware 
to recover custody of her child, 
procured from her by Jones, and 
turned over by him to the 
Muenches to be palmed off as 
their own. . 

Special Commissioner Rush H. 
Lim h’s denunciation of Jones 
in the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
hearing oh the habeas corpus 
suit last fall, in which he de- 
clared the baby broker had been 
“euilty of perjury of the most 
flagrant character.” His remark 
was made to Assistant Circuit 
Attorney James E. McLaughlin, 
and was followed by the arrest of 
Jones on a perjury charge. 

Jones’ actions as executor of 
the $17,727 estate of Mrs. Rosa M. 
Meyer, a post from which he was 
ousted by Probate Judge Glendy 
B. Arnold last March 23, as “an 
unfit and improper person.” 

Watching Mail Fraud Trial. 

The member of the disciplinary 
committee who has interested him- 
self in the case is also watching 
closely the developments in the case 
now on trial before Federal Judge 
George H. Moore, in which Jones, 
the Muenches and Mrs. Berroyer, 
are charged with using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, wealthy and socially prom- 
inent physician. 

Specifically, it is alleged that the 
four perpetrated a scheme to ob- 
tain money from Dr. Pitzman by 
representing falsely to him that 
Mrs. Muench was the mother of a 
baby, and that he was the child’s 
father. This scheme, it is alleged, 
was furthered by use of the mails. 

The procedure of the Disciplinary 
Committee in disbarment cases is 
to’ make a study of the actions of 
the attorney under investigation 
and then, if the findings justify the 
action, to summon him before the 
committee which questions him as 
to its preliminary findings. If his 
answers are unsatisfactory, a* dis- 
barment suit is filed. 

Convicted at Kahoka Aug. 22 last 
with his three co-defendants of tak- 
ing custody cf the Ware baby, and 
its predecessor, the so-called Price 
baby which died, without authority 
of the Juvenile Court, Jones was 
fined $450. 

Basis of Perjury Charge. 

The perjury indictment, which 
preceded the trial, was based, like 
the denunciation by Commissioner 
Limbaugh, on the fantastic yarn 
Jones told as a witness in the 
habeas corpus suit, to which he 
was a respondent along with the 
Muenches and Mrs. Berroyer. 

The specifications in the perjury 
indictment charge that Jones lied 
in his story that he gave the Ware

From Firm’s Account for 


Unexplained Purposes, 
Report Says. 


The bankrupt Pearl Garment Co. 
owes various creditors $101,514 for 
services, materials and cloth ob- 
tained during the last four months 
of its existence, according to an 
audit of the firm filed yesterday 
in Federal Court by Hans Wulff, 
receiver, 

There has been much speculation 
by these creditors concerning the 
circumstances which prompted Mor- 
ris and Lou's Londe, brothers and 
partners in the company, to obtain 
large credits during the four-month 
period. It was the theory of many 
that the brothers sold the materials 
obtained on credit, below cost in 
order to get cash for some unex- 


{plained reason. 


The company, against which an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed Aug. 22, obtained credits 
of $15,237 from the various firms 
during May and June and $86,276 
in credits during July and August. 
With few exceptions, these unpaid 
accounts, mostly with Chicago and 
Eastern concerns, are unsecured, 


es What Receiver Found. 


The report filed yesterday by 
Wulff, in which he listed assets of 
the company now in his possession, 
shows these créditors will receive 
only small payments on their claims 
from the distribution of the assets 
of the bankrupt company. Wulff’s 
report listed cash, $5228: stock in 
goods’ and machinery, appraised at 
$10,683, and accounts receivable, of 
doubtful value, $7818. 

The audit, made by the firm of 
Jeff K. Stone & Co., covered the 
eight-month period beginning Dec. 
31, 1935, and ending last Aug. 27, 
when the receiver was appointed, 
It was shown that on the former 
date the garment company had as- 
sets of $41,318 and liabilities of $5241, 
and on Aug. 27 assets of $26,317 and 
liabilities of $120,994. 

The audit stated the accountants 
had been unable to prepare a trust- 
worthy and satisfactory statement 
of the company’s operation during 
the eight-month period because of 
the lack of records. They were 
further handicapped, it was stated, 
by the refusal of the Londe broth- 
ers to offer information and ex- 
planations, although they were re- 
quested to do so. 


Unexplained Withdrawals. 


“Substantial sums of money,” the 
audit report said, “were withdrawn 
from the bank account of the part- 
nership on checks which were 
made payable to cash and the pur- 


plained. 

“A satisfactory audit of the cash 
disbursements was rendered impos- 
sible due to the absence of records. 
No payroll. records showing the 
names of employes, kinds of serv- 
ice performed and the rates of pay, 
were available. We are unable to 
say, therefore, who were the. re- 
cipients of $21,931 disbursed by the 
partnership and charged to ‘factory 
payroll,’ and the kinds of services 
the recipients performed.” 

In connection with a record of 
the company showing a cash pay- 
ment to a Chicago supply house, 
which the counsel for the receiver, 
on investigation, was unable to find,

City Decorated With Flags and 
Posters Welcoming President, 
Due to Arrive Tomorrow.

Buenos Aires put on gala dress to- 
day preparing to welcome Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he arrives 
Monday to open the Inter-American 
Peace Conference. 

Posters were put up all over the 
city at the order of Mayor Mariano 


de Vedia and the 2,300,000 residents 
were asked to display Argentine 
flags. 

The posters praised the United 
States President as one who is 
“writing history in one of the most 
transcendent moments of modern 
life, and who comes to Buenos 
Aires to cement the permanent 
benefits of peace.” He was further 
referred to as “chief of the nation 
which in every sense is the largest 
of the continent,” who has “just 
been ratified by his people by a 
great majority.” 

Petition Against War. 

There were plans also for a cere- 
mony unique to the Argentine— 
tribute to feminine protagonists of 
peace who intend to present a peti- 
tion against war, bearing 2,000,000 
signatures from the Americas. 

The petition will be presented 
Wednesday at City Hall following 
President Roosevelt's departure. 
Mayor de Vedia will receive the 
petition from Caroline O’Day and 
Mabel Vernon, flying from New 
York, and their colleagues. 

The program for greeting Roose- 
velt, simplified considerably at his 
request, will be: 

The President will arrive Mon- 
day afternoon aboard the cruiser 
Indianapolis to be escorted into the 
harbor by the United States ‘de- 
stroyer Phelps and seven Argentine 
warships. :

NEN CONVICTED OF 
NEGRO'S MURDER 


Detroit Jury of Seven 
Women and Five Men 
Finds Them Guilty of 
Killing Silas Coleman. 


By the Associated Press, 
DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 28.—Five 


alleged members of the Black Le- 
gion were convicted of first degree 


murder tonight by a jury in re- 
corder’s court. They were accused 
of killing Silas Coleman, Negro 
World. War veteran, July 25. The 
mandatory penalty is life impris- 
onment. 

The jury of seven women and 
five men reported their verdict at 
11 o’clock slightly less than seven 


liberations. 

Recorder’s Judge Donald Van Zile 
instructed the jury it could either 
find the defendants guilty of mur- 
der in first degree or acquit them. 
He said he would pronounce sen- 
tence Friday. 

Those convicted are: Harvey Da- 
vis, Black Legion “Colonel,” John 
Bannerman and Ervin D. Lee, and 
James Roy Lorance and Charles 
Rouse. 

The trial was the second Black 
Legion. murder. case to reach the 
courts. ._Eleven men were convicted, 
and eight sentenced to life impris- 
onment, for the “execution” of 
Charles A. Poole, a WPA worker, 
last May. Davis Bannerman and 
Lee were among them. 

The five convicted tonight were 
charged with shooting to death 
Silas Coleman, 42-year-old Negro, 
at a lake near Pinckney, Mich., 
July 25. 

Dayton Dean told police Coleman 
was shot “for the hell of it” by 
Black Legion members who “want- 
ed to see what it felt like to kill 
a Negro.” 

Dean, the State’s principal wit- 
ness at both murder trials, testi- 
fied Davis ordered Coleman lured 
to the lake where he was entertain- 
ing a week-end party because he 
said his guests needed “some target 
practice.”

shells dropped near the British em- 
bassy today and sent citizens scur~ 
rying for cover as clearing vet 
brought a renewal of the fighting 
for possession of Madrid. 

The shells were from Fascist bat- 
teries, the Government said. Gov 
ernment troops turned their guns 


against the Casa de Campo region 
across the Manzanares River from 
the capital, : 

The shells falling near the British 
embassy struck in Fernando el 
Santo street, which had been con- 
sidered comparatively safe. Shrap- 
nel struck within a few yards of 
the embassy gates. 

Authorities praised 50 Spanish 
telephone girls who remained at 
their posts at a switchboard with 
only mattresses at the windows to 
protect them from the bombard- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the Fascists launched 
a new offensive from Valverde, a 
short distance south of Madrid 
along the Aranjuez road. Their at- 
tack was supported by mortar 
crews and machine-gunners, but 
was unsuccessful, the Government 
said. 

The Madrid militiamen in a coun- 
ter-attack drove back the Fascists 
“sending the insurgent casualty 
roll soaring,” it was reported. here. 


Earlier Engagements, 


Earlier today the defenders of 
Madrid drove back Fascist attack- 
ers in two engagements but rain re~- 
stricted the military activities on 
both sides. 

The Government announced Ma- 
drid troops had routed insurgents 
at Pozuela de Alarcon and had 
blocked an attempt to cut com- 
munications with El Escorial. 

Foreign volunteers comprising the 
international brigade pushed back 
Fascists several miles and captured 
two trench mortars south of Ma- 
drid, - 

A column of cadets, rushed 
through the Loyalist military insti- 
tute at Valencia, arrived to bolster 
the defense forces. 

Conditions among civilians in the 
capital, with reduced food supply 
and in daily danger of aerial bom- 
bardment, are critical, visiting mem- 
bers of the British Parliament said 
in an appeal for “large scale ac- 
tion” by neutral Powers to lessen 
horrors of the siege. 

“To Madrid’s million inhabitants 
have been added hundreds of thou- 
sands of refugees. Over one-fourth 
of the city .. . is partially destroyed 
and uninhabitable ... , starvation 
is at work, epidemic seems inevit- 
able,” the Laborite members said. 

“Evacuation and partial mainte« 
nance of women, children and non- 
combatants is urgent in order to 
mitigate—it cannot prevent—un- 
speakable horrors.”

Killing in Virginia Follows Break- 
ing of Showcase and Arrest 
of Two Men.

BURKEVILLE, Va., Nov. 28.— 
Town Sergeant L. D. Cole, 48 years 
olds, and Willie Hardy, alias Willie 
Price, Negro, 38, were killed here 
tonight in a agstreét fight.

ST, CLAIR SUPERVISORS CUT 
TAX RATE 9 GENTS, FIX BUDGET 


Transfer of Pauper Relief to Town- 
ships Reduces Costs; Salaries 
of 25 Officers Increased. 


The St. Clair County Board of 
Supervisors, at a meeting yesterday, 
cut the 1937 county tax rate from 


69 cents on the $100 valuation to 
59% cents, fixed the annual budget 
at $901,826, a reduction of $53,877 
under the 1936 budget, and author- 
ized salary increases to about 25 
county officials and employes. ~ 

The reduction in the tax levy 
and budget was made possible by 
transfer of administration of 
pauper relief from the county to 
townships, with funds made avail- 
able by the State, under a law 
which became effective last July. 
The budget set up by the board 
last year included $140,000 for 
pauper relief. 

Salary increases were ordered as 
follows: Circuit Clerk, Recorder and 
Auditor, $3000 to $4000 a year; 
County Physician, $1980 to $3000 a 
year; five members of the Board of 
Assessors, $166.50 to $216.50 a 
month; three members of the Board 
of Review, $150 to $200 a month; 
clerks in various offices, increases 
ranging from $10 to $25 a month.

Richards in 1932 on a charge of kid- 
naping for ransom. Richards was 
acquitted by the jury. 

Lacy’s. motion, not admitting 
truth of the allegation, says it is 
neither illegal nor improper for an 
attorney to obtain lists of prospec- 
tive jurors and that the averment 
should be struck as charging noth- 
ing. 

Jesse McDonaid, chairman — of 
the Bar Committee, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter it was not 
illegal in Missouri for an attorney 
to obtain jury lists in advance. If 
the allegation is permitted to stand 
it will be for the Court to deter- 
mine whether Lacy obtained the 
list and whether his motion con- 
stituted unethical conduct, as 
charged. 

In its petition against Lacy the 
Bar Committee takes the position 
that the lists were confidential and 
that Lacy, knowing this, violated 


the Circuit Clerk. 

Lacy’s motion asks also for elim- 
ination of allegations that the com- 
mittee, after an investigation of 
Lacy’s conduct in the Richards 
case and as attorney for the ad- 
ministrator of the LoLordo estate, 
found him “guilty of professional 
misconduct” and that “these acts 
of the accused violate his duties 
as a practicing attorney.” 

These allegations, the motion 
says, are neither statements of fact 
nor of law, usurp the functions of 
the court and are pre-judgments of 
the very facts to be determined.

JAPANESE PLAN UNITED 
DRIVE AGAINST SUNUAN

Suiyuan province. 

First Drive a Failure.

HOW SCIENTISTS COMPUTE 


By Radioactive Method, They Find 
Dinosaurs “Waltzing Around 
170,000,000 Years Ago.” 
By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 28. — 
Scientists have determined the 
duration of geologic eras in terms 
of years by computations based on 
the rate radioactive materials dis- 
integrate, Dr. Alfred C. Lane, emer- 
itus professor of geology at Tufts 
College, told the American Philo- 
sophical Society today. 


Dr. ane, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Meastrements of Geolog- 
ic Time of the National Research 
Council, described the work by 
which the age of rock strata char- 
acteristic to each geologic era or 
period is determined, 
Rarioactive ores, heavier than 
lead, cast off helium gas and elec- 
trons, gradually losing weight and 
activity until they become inert 
lead, he said. He described the 
disintegration as the “explosions of 
atoms.” 

“You can see these explosions in 
a luminous watch or clock dial if 
you watch closely enough,” he 
said. “It’s sort of like a pan of 
popping corn. But the rate of the 
explosions goes on steadily regard- 
less of temperature, pressure or 
any other factor which might be at 
work duriing the geological ages.” 

On the basis of the radioactive 
method, Dr. Lane said the commit- 
tee had estimated that “dinosaurs 
were waltzing around about 170,- 
000,0°O years or so ago.”

Hayden Campbell of St. Joseph, 
Mo., was met at Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport by M. N. Johnson, nager 
for Ford Motor Co. when pbell 
arrived here Tuesday in an all-met- 
al monoplane which he has de- 
signed to use a standard Ford V-8 
engine. , 

According to Campbell, the ship 
cruises at 98 to 100 miles per hour 
and has a top speed of 116 m. p. h. 
The engine burns six gallons of 
gasoline per hour and performs 
satisfactorily on regular automobile 
gasoline. 

The ship is of the mid-wing, full- 
cantilever type, and is 
guished by a three-wheel landing 
gear with the front wheel being 
steerable. Being of the “pusher” 
type, it is characterized by twin 
booms which terminate in a twin 
empennage consisting of two ver- 
tical fins with the. stabilizer con- 
necting the ends ofthe two booms. 

The Ford engine is standard in 
every respect, even using the reg- 
ular Ford starter 4nd radiator. The 
radiator core is cut and shaped so 
as to fit into the streamlining of 
the ship. 

The cabin affords unusual vis 
bility, with ‘side by side seating for 
two. 

The ship has brakes on the two 
rear wheels of the landing gear. 

The control is of the new trans- 
port half-wheel “dep” control type 
with throwover yoke. Dual rudder 
controls are standard equipment. 


TWA Overhauling 
25 Engines Monthly 
at. Kansas City Base 


The maintenance base of Trans- 
continental & Western Air, Inc., at 
Kansas City, Mo., completed its 
fifth year Nov. 20, with a month- 
ly average of 25 engines over- 
hauled in the 60-month period of 
operations. 

On Nov. 20, 1931, the first over- 
hauled engine came off the TWA 
test stand at Kansas City. Since 
then 1515 engines have been over- 
hauled by the company at its Kan- 
sas City maintenance base. Of this 
number, 724 engines were Curtiss-

Greatly Increased 
Car Buying Interest. 
Reported by Dodge 


“Automobile shows are valuable 
as indicators of public interest, be- 
cause the outward manifestations 
of this interest fluctuate in unison 
with economic trends,” says A. Van 
Der Zee, general sales manager of 
the Dodge Division gf Chrysler Cor- 
poration. 

Observations at the New York, 
Chicago and Detroit automobile 
shows, and reports from the larger 
sectional shows, agree in indicating 
greatly increased interest by the 
public. This interest, first appar- 
ent in vastly increased attendance 
figures, is supported by floor sales, 
which in nearly every instance 
were double those at the shows 
where the 1936 models were exhibit- 
ed. These details are given further 
importance by the fact that deal- 
ers’ orders are reaching us in 
greater volume than ever before. 
In the case of Dodge, initial dealer 
orders easily double previous rec- 
ords. 

“Many of the dealers, having 
placed their first orders, are not 
waiting for delivery, but are plac- 
ing second and third orders against 
increasing customer demand devel- 
oping in their territories. 

“Moreover, it is evident that the 
condition is general; it applies to all 
sections of the country, including 
those in which recent drouths, 
floods and other temporary upsets 
might explain a certain car-buying 
reluctance.” 

Van Der Zee declared that the re- 
placement market, represented by 
millions of superannuated cars, has 
barely been dented by the business 
done in 1936 models. To this re- 
placement market, he said, must 
be added another factor created by 
recent improvements in business 
and employment—the new replace- 
ment market inherent in the readi- 
mess of motorists to trade their 
present cars and switch to new 
ones earlier in the course of owner- 
shin than a year or two ago.

First, be sure the crankcase is 
filled with a motor oil in the proper 
viscosity range. For most cars at 
this time of year, either 10W or 20W 
is recommended. It is also impor- 


tant that the oil you select be one 
that has passed the sub-zero pour 
test, which means that it will flow 
smoothly even in extremely cold 
weather, the “Tips” say. 

Next, be certain to use the cor- 
rect grade of gasoline. Most refin- 
ers produce a special winter fuel 
that is more volatile than summer 
fuels, and will form explosive mix- 
tures in the cylinders at low tem- 
peratures which will not permit ig- 
nition of a less volatile gasoline. 

After the car is supplied with the 
proper motor oil and a good winter 
gasoline, assuming that battery con- 
nections, spark plugs, distributer 
breaker points and ignition wiring 
are in good working order, quick 
starting in cold weather should be- 
come an actuality.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—Mahatma 
Gandhi, whom many Indians lit- 
erally worship as divine, has. won 


another step in his struggle to im- 
prove the conditions of the lower 
castes in* his country. 
The Maharaja of Travancore, a 
progressive ruler over 5,000,000 per-. 
sons, has thrown open. all Hindu 
temples in his state for worship 
by the untouchables, the outcasts 
or pariahs whose lowly status is 
imposed by the caste system. 
There are 60,000,000 untouchables 
in India. They live and die in 
poverty, and perform the most 
menial tasks. They are the scaven- 
gers and sweepers, and are regarded 
by regular caste Hindus as con- 
taminated. 


Parsees Shun. Them. 


The untouchables are outside the 
caste system, though their class is 
sometimes referred to as the ex- 
terior caste. They are deprived of 
religious and educational privileges. 
They may not even approach a 
high caste person. The fat, silk- 
clad Parsees pass them by on the 
other side of the street, and draw 
their robes tighter about their 
privileged selves. 
The inception of the Indian caste 
system is lost in antiquity. It was 
already an ancient institution when 


torious advance into India in 326 
B. C. Supposedly it was the out- 
growth of the invasion of the 
Aryans, or Indo-Europeans, of 
which family the Hindus are a 
branch, 
There already were many inde- 
pendent Hindu states in India at 
the dawn of history. The first rec- 
ords of the caste system date to 
about 1200 B. C. It was an evolu- 
tion from Brahmanism, and _ the 
term “caste” is applied chiefly to 
distinct classes or sections of so- 
ciety. 

Four Main Groups in System. 
A caste is a group, or collection 
of groups, bearing a common name 
and following traditionally a single 
or allied occupation. There are 
four main division: The Brahmans, 
or the priest cass; Kshatriyas, or 
those in service of the state, as the 
military; Vaisyas, the agricultural 
and commercial groups; Sudras, 
who are servants of the other 
three. 

Below these age the out-castes, 
or untouchables, too lowly to be 
classed .even as servants. Some 
historiang say that they probably 
represent the people who were con- 
quered and condemned by the Ar- 
yans. 

Once they were assigned to this 
position there was no escape. Un- 
der the caste system, broadly speak- 
ing, there is no way of climbing 
into a higher caste. Intermarriage 
is very rare, being against. the 
tenets of the arrangement. 

Castes Within Castes. 

The four general divisions have 
through the centuries been subdi- 
vided until there are several thou- 
sand castes within castes. The so0- 
cial status of the various castes 
within a major division vary, and 
here it is possible for one from a 
lower caste to improve his position 
by marriage into a higher caste, 
but always within the major di- 
vision. 

Thus the hapless untouchables 
never can get out of the exterior 
caste, though among themselves 
they may progress from the position 
of scavenger, for example, to that 
of sweeper or tanner of leather. 
The caste system has given rise to 
so many customs and religious laws 
that it would be almost impossible 
to catalogue them. The lives of 
the Hindus, from birth to death, are 
bound up in these things. 

There is a steady procession of 
costly ceremonials, and almost ev- 
ery caste has rights in connection

widows may not remarry. Fami- 
lies of girls who have been widowed 
refuse to. take them back, and 
there is nothing left for the un- 
fortunates excepting immoral] lives. 
In the old days a widow .used to 
throw herself on to the funeral 
pyre of her husband, suttee, they 
called it, and -perish, but the Brit- 
ish put a stop to that horror, though 
it still crops up in isolated districts. 

This bar against widows means 
tragedy for thousands, because girls 
are married, frequently to middle- 
aged or old men; when they are 
mere children. A girl of six or eight 
may never have lived wit. her hus- 
band and: yet she becomes an out- 
cast. 

Girls Sold Into , 

Girls generally are sold into mar- 
riage. The transaction is one to 
satisfy parental greed. Prejudice in 
favor of child marriage is strong- 
est in Lower Bengal, where there is 
religious compulsion. A father who 
lets his daughter reach the age of 
womanhood unwed is con- 
signed to hell: 

Frequently there is a scarcity of 
little girls in a section. Then the 
men sometimes resort to matrimo- 
nial agents who abduct children 
from other localities and sell them 
to prospective husbands. 

Divorce is not recognized in high- 
er castes generally. Where it is 
recognized, it is dependent on the 
will of the husband, and not on 
court action. All castes recognize 
expulsion from caste and  annul- 
ment of marriage where a woman 
has been unfaithful. This punish- 
ment is meted out even to a wom- 
an who has been assaulted against 
her will. 

Divorce by Cutting Melon. 
Some of the lower castes practice 
divorce by mutual consent. The 
separation is achieved by some 
such simple rite as cutting a melon. 
Polygamy is the exception, and 
its chief justification is lack of a 
son. Girls rank low in the Indian 
scheme of things. 

The dédication of women of 
many castes to temples where they 
lead immoral lives is a feature of 
religion in South India. This 
often is the result of a vow by the / 
parents to propitiate a god. These 
girls are called SBasawis. ‘Fre- 
quently they are highly accom- 
plished, having learned to read and 
write as well as sing and dance. 
This Basawi training, however, has 
placed a blot of disrepute on edu- {| 
cation of women in general.

Important Changes. 

In a speech to the All-Union 
Congress Wednesday Stalin pro- 
posed two changes in the new 
Constitution.

Both are now to be 
elected by direct ballot, Stalin 
contending that the equalization

The Supreme Council is respon- 
sible for all appointments both 
of Commissaries, or Ministers, and 
of the higher judges. The judges 


be directly elected by the popula- 
tion. The higher judges are elect- 
ed for five years. All judges are 
declared to be “independent and 
subject only to the law.” The law 
officers of the State are given con- 
trol over all administrative offi- 
cials in the carrying out of their 
duties. All citizens have the right 
to give evidence in the law courts 
in their own language. 


All citizens, male or female, 
over the age of 18 have the right 


‘to vote or to be elected, with the 


exception only of imbeciles and 
the loss of the franchise. These 
two exceptions appeared also - in 
the extremely liberal first law for 
the elections to the Duma in 
1905; but others who were then 
excluded were soldiers, officials, 
and women.

Doubling of Sales Tox Would 
Still Leave $3,450,000 to Be 
Raised Unless School Allow- 
ances Were Cut From Pres- 
ent One-Third to One-Fourth, 
the Fixed Minimum.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 23. 

N 1937 Missouri will be confronted with a 

difficult fiscal situation which the’ Legis- 

lature, when it convenes Jan. 6, must settle 
one way or another. 

Revenues from present sources and at pres- 
ent rates, which wi'l be subject to appropria- 
tion for other than public ‘school purposes, 
will be approximately $20,000,000. The 
money needs will be approximately $32,000,- 
000. 

The Legislature must provide increased 
revenues through additional taxation to the 
extent of $11,500,000, or abandon the old- 
age pension obligation which the state as- 
sumed two years ago and abandon to the un- 
certainties of. local charity nearly 200,000 
persons, included unemployed heads of fam- 
ilies and their dependents. 

In this situation an increase in taxes seems 
inevitable, both humanitarian and political 
considerations directing a legislative course 
for social security action. 


Doubling of Sales Tax 
One Method Suggested. 


\ *Where is the money to be obtained? State 


fiscal officers see no other feasible way than 
doubling the state sales tax te 2 per cent, and 
possibly broadening the tax base to include 
a tax on services which now escape the levy. 

There appears little disposition to increase 
income tax rates which range from 1 per 
cent to 4 per cent, officials being inclined to 
the view that higher rates in the higher in- 
come brackets would not produce sufficiently 
increased revenue to be of much aid. There 
is a constitutional prohibition against an in- 
crease-in the gasoline tax before 1938 and 
even an increase after the time could be used 


bonds are retired, which will not be for 20 
years. An increase in the property tax is not 
considered because it could not go above 15 
cents on the $100 valuation and would not 
produce revenue sufficient to relieve the situ- 
ation. 

So far as state officials have been able to 
ascertain there is no great public objection 
to the sales tax and they do not believe a 
doubling of the tax would arouse more than 
temporary opposition. That would produce 
an additional $12,000,000 and if the base 
should be somewhat broadened it probably 
would provide the needed funds even after 
one-third of it was set aside for the public 
school system. 


Constitutional Provision 

Takes Care of Schools. 

No thoughth need be given by the Legisla- 
ture to obtain additional support for the 
schools, because the Constitution provides 
that not less than one-fourth of all ordinary 
revenues, that is money derived from gen- 
eral taxes and not for specific purposes, shall 
be set aside for the schools. So that how- 


‘ever the Legislature decides to proceed the 


schools will get their part. For many years 
the Legislature has allotted one-third of the 
revenue for this purpose, and in addition has 
appropriated funds for higher education from 
the general revenues. - 

The state’s problem has two elements, one 
the human, the other the general administra- 
tive functions of Government. 

In the human element unemployment Tfre- 
lief and old-age pensions stand out. For 
these two purposes alone, the State in 1937 
will require $19,600,000, which is ‘within 
$1,500,000 of the total expenditures of the 
State last year from direct taxation, and $3,- 
000,000 more than all such expenditures in 
1934.

The direct relief load for 1937 will depend 
in some measure on the number of persons 
released by WPA who will require public as- 
sistance. State Relief Administrator Wallace 
Crossley has instituted a survey of the com- 
plete relief roll to weed out persons who have 
obtained employment or for any other rea- 
son are not entitled to State aid. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the reduction might 
be as much as 10 per cent, but with winter 
coming on it appears likely that nearly 200,- 
000 persons will require aid. 

It will not be the purpose of the State Re- 
lief Administration to recommend that the 
entire relief load be transferred from the 
local communities to the State, but it is fig- 
uring that, to meet absolute necessities, 
$500,000 a month must be supplied by the 
State to supplement loca! relief funds. This 
would mean $6,000,000 for State relief in

in comparison with the old-age pension 
needs. : 

A constitutiona! amendment authorizing 
old age pensions was adopted by popular vote 
in 1934 and the next’ year the Legislature 
passed the pension act, setting out that, sub- 
ject to certain residence and property-hold- 
ing limitations, every person in the State 70 
years or more was entitled to an income of 
$30 a month. If the per sioner had no other 
income he was entitled to a $30 pension. If he 
had some income, but less than 930 a month, 
he was entitled te a pension of tho difference 
between his income and $30. 


Gap Between Estimate 


and Fact in Age Pension. 

When the act was before the Legislature 
representatives of a nati.na: organization 
promoting such legislation, as reputed ex- 
perts produced statistics which, they said, 
showed that from the experience of other 
states, Missouri would have a pension roll of 
between 12,000 and .4,000 persons, and on 
that basis an appropriation or $2,500,000: was 
made to meet the needs until the next Legis- 
lature met. 

The making of the ro/l begen in October, 
1935, and to the present time there have been 
90,000 applications, of which 58,000 have 
been approved by the State Old-Age Assist- 
ance Commissioner and it is likely that’ the 
total will reach 80,000 when all applications 
have been passed upon. The list is constant- 
ly growing, experience having shown that 
the number of persons reaching -he qualify- 
ing age is greater ‘than the number removed 
from the roll by. death. 


Because of the tiabiitty ibae. lack of  suf- 
ficient appropriation to meet the full pension 
contemplated by the law, the Old-Age Assist- 
ance Board has been making the money go\as 
far as possible through a reduction in the 
amounts paid. At present the average pen- 
sion paid the 58,000 is $11.41 a month, one-' 
half. of which is paid from Federal sources,

Change in Constitution 
Needed to Keep U. S. Aid. 


Under the Federal Social Security Act the 
age limit is fixed at 65 instead of 70 as un- 
der the Missouri law, and while the Federal 
Government is now paying half the pensions 
of those qualifying in Missouri, it will stop 
these payments unless Missouri reduces its 
age limit to 65 by Jan. 1, 1940. This will 
require an amendment to the Constitution 
which must be submitted by the 1937 Legis- 
lature if it is to be voted on in time to be- 
come effective by 1940. When that change 
is made, the amount of nioney required from 


the State will be greatly increased, though the 


1937 Legislature need not provide for that 
by appropriations. | 

While the experience & the. State Board 
is too limited to justify an exact estimate of 
the average pension under complete compli- 
ance with the law, $20 a month is tein~ con- 
sidered as a reasonable figure. To pay 80,- 
000 pensioners an average of $20 a month 
would require $19,200,000 in 1937. Half 
of this would be paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment, leaving $9,600,000 to.be met by the 
State. Add to this $4,000,000 of back pen- 
sions and $13,600,000 is reached as the 
amount the next Legislature must provide for 
this purpose. 

Closely: allied with these other humani- 
tarian problems is that of care of the insane 
and other destitute patients in State elee- 
mosynary institutions. For many years it 
was the custom of the State to collect $18 
a month from the county from which a pa- 
tient was sent to pay for his support. Be- 
cause of the impoverishece condition of many 
counties the Legislature two years ago as- 
sumed $12 of this burden, and it is probable 
that the demand will be made next year for 
the State to take over the full cost. To pro- 
vide for the care of the insane, it is estimated 
the Legis.ature will be called upon for 
$2,000,000. 

So, for these humanitarian purposes the 
Legislature must provide $21,600,000, 


Administrative Functions 

Will Cost $10,000,000. 

Now for the general administrative func- 
tions of the State government. For this pur- 
pose more than $10,000,000 will be required 
even if the State does not broaten any of its 
For 1936 the ap- 
propriations for general operating expenses, 
exclusive of public schools, highway building, 
relief and old age sensions and also exclusive 
of all the numerous departments which are 
operated from special fees, were approxi- 
mately $10,325,000. For the coming year 
they will certainly not be less and may easily 


‘be more, for government never grows less ex- 


pensive. Thus ‘t is secn that $31,925,000 
must be provided from taxation. ‘ 

The total tax revenue which can definitely 
be counted upon totals $29,200,000. Under 
the present law one-third of this is appor- 
tioned to. the public school system, leaving 
$19,466,667 available for appropriation for 
relief, for old age pensions, for the insane 
and for general -dministrative expenses. To 
this can be added approximately $1,000,000 
which State Auditor Forrest Smith estimates 
as the general revenue fund balance at the 
end of this year. This gives a tctal of $20,- 
466,667, or $11,458,333 less than the 
amount required. |

To date, 14 agreements have 
been concluded by President 
Roosevelt, Secretary of State Hull 
and the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Trade Agreements; ne- 
gotiations are pending with two 
other countries, and exploratory 
conversations are going on with 
others, notably Great. Britain. 
Negotiations with Spain and Italy 
have been indefinitely suspended. 
The agreements run for three 
years and as long thereafter as 
they remain unrevoked. Six 
months’ notice is required for 
revocation. Thus an agreement 


made next year would remain in 
force at least until 1940. 


Losing Fight Anticipated. 


The 1934 act wa approved by 
the House 273 to 111, and after 
almost three weeks of debate was 
approved by the Senate 57 to 33. 
The outstanding critics in the 
Senate at the time, minority 
leader McNary and “Senators 
Borah of Idaho and Vandenberg 
of Mithigan, are-expected tolead 
a fight at the coming session 
against extension, although they 
have no chance of defeating the 


legislation. 
The United States Supreme 
Court, however, might compel 


some changes in the law on the 
ground that the powers granted 
to the Presiient by Congress were 
invalidly de:segated legislative 
powers. This issue has been pre- 
sented to the court in the arms 
embargo joint resolutfon, on 
which arguments were heard re- 
cently by the court. So far, there 
‘has only beer one specific court 
challenge of a trade agreement as 
such, that brought by a pineapple 
im porter in the New York Cus- 
toms Court in an effort to inval- 
idate the Cuban agreement. This 
case has not been decided by the 
Customs Court and is unlikely to 
reach the Supreme Court this 
term, : 

The 1934 act authorizes the 
President to enter into trade 
agreements “whenever he finds, as 
a fact, that any- existing duties or 
other impost restrictions of the 
United. States or. any foreign 
country are wi © burdening and 
restricting the foreign trade of 
the United States.”’ Ii authorizes 
the executive t . raise or lower by 
the agreements. existinz; tariff 
rates a maximum of 50 per cent 
but stipulates that he cannot 
transfer articles from the free list 
to the .dutiable list or vice versa. 
Unlike similar trade agreements 
of other days those negotiatel by 
the President become effective 
without submission to tf Senate 
for ratification. 


Agreement in Effect.

In Fairness to Dr. Seale Harris. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENTLY in the Post-Dispatch, in 
connection with the account of the 

death of the late Dr. W. McKim Marriott, 
a statement appeared to the effect that 
he, with us, had first described the condi- 
tion associated with too small an amount 
of sugar in the blood because of the pres- 
ence of too much insulin. . Although Dr. 
Marriott and several of his colleagues 
made important contributions to this sub- 
ject, in the interest of fairness and ac- 
curacy, credit should not be taken away 
from the real discoverer of the condition, 
Dr. Seale Harris of Birmingham, Ala. Dr. 
Marriott would have been the last man 
to have accepted credit unjustly for some- 
thing to which he was not entitled. In 
deference to his memory, therefore, we 
feel that the statement should be cor- 
rected. 

Dr. Marriott, however, had many claims 
to fame. He was as much responsible as 
any man for introducing into the realm 
of clinical pediatrics the broad princi- 
ples of physiology and of chemistry, in 
which he had an extensive training. By 
applying these principles, he was able to 
put on a rational basis those methods of 
feeding infants which would improve 
their nutrition and increase their resist- 
ance toward various types of disease. 
He has probably had as much to do with 
the recent lowering of infant mortality as 
any man in this generation. He also de- 
vised new methods to detect and regulate 
chemical abnormalities associated with 
many common ailments. § 

Dr. Marriott was not satisfied merely to 
bring these matters to the attention of 
the medical world through his writings 
and through his instruction of undergrad- 
uate students at this medical school, but 
for many years he conducted carefully 
planned post-graduate courses which were 
largely attended by pediatricians from all 
over the world. His department of pedi- 
atrics and the St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital constituted a mecca to which other 
teachers and practitioners of pediatrics 
came eagerly to learn of the work which 
not only he but the other members of his 
department had initiated in the care of 
children and the treatment of their dis- 
eases.

In the first place, equal divisions of the Suprem 


constitutional history. Indeed, they are inevitable at 
times, given our system of judicial review. Congress 


In 1863, a maximum of 10 justiceships was estab- 
lished. Obviously, a body with an even number of 
members, who must at times decide highly contro- 
versial questions turning on fine points, will upon 
occasion divide equally. This is one of the reasons 
why the membership of the court was increased from 
six to seven in 1807 and why the number of seats 
has remained at nine since 1869. | 

But the presence of this odd member, as we have 
just seen, does not assure a majority decision. A 
member of the court may be ill, as Justice Stone has 
been since soon after the opening of the current term. 
A vacancy may occur after a case has been argued. A 
Justice may decline to participate in the considera- 
Justice Brandeis, for example, with- 
drew from the Oregon minimum-wage case of 1917 
because of his work as counsel prior to his appoint- 
ment to the bench. In 1923, he did not participate in 
the District of Columbia minimum-wage case because 
a daughter was an official of the district's wage 
board. 

The Supreme Court was confronted with the mat- 
ter of an even division as early as 1826. Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall, the court’s creative statesman, had no 
doubt as to the proper course. Speaking from the 
bench, he said: _ 

No attempt will be made to analyze the argu- 
ments or to decide their application to the case 
before us, because the Judges are divided respect- 
ing it. Consequently the principles of law which 
have been argued cannot be settled, but the judg- 
ment is affirmed, the court being divided in opin- 
ion upon it. : | 
The most recent equal division, prior to that in the 

New York unemployment insurance case, was in the 
case of the Interstate Commerce Commission vs. the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co., passed on March 19, 1934, 
Justice Roberts not participating. On Oct. 23, 1933, 
no fewer than five cases were disposed of through 
equal divisions. Each even division resulted in an 
estate tax collection defeat for the Federal Govern- 
ment. Justice Roberts stayed out of four of the 
cases. Chief Justice Hughes did not participate in 
the fifth.. 

Writing about the New York case in his daily col- 
umn of Washington comment, Paul Mallon says that 
“the court has never handed down an equally divided 
decision in such an important case.” This generaliza- 
tion is too broad. There are those who will argte 
that the 4-to-4 division in the Oregon minimum-wage 
case in 1917 was of equal importance. In any event, 
there can be no question that the 4-to-4 division of 
the court in the Federal income tax case of 1895 was 
at least equally noteworthy. 

Justice Jackson was ill when the court heard argu- 
ments on the validity of Congress’ tax on incomes 
and on that question the court divided equally. A 
rehearing was then held with Justice Jackson back 
on the bench. He decided in favor of the law, but 
what was expected to be a §-to-4 decision in favor 
of the law became a 5-to-4 decision against it. One 
of the Judges who had approved the law on first 
consideration—not Justice Shiras as frequently said, 
but probably Justice Gray—had changed his mind. 
The result was that 18 years had to pass before the 
one-Judge majority decision was overruled by the 
people with the adoption of the sixteenth amend- 
ment in 1913. Chief Justice Walter Clark of North 
Carolina calculated that during this long interval the 
Federal Government lost $18,000,000 in income taxes 
which would have gone into the Treasury had it not 
been for the way the tie vote was broken. 

Mr. Mallon also says that the Supreme Court dem- 
onstrated executive as well as judicial capacity by 
permitting the New York unemployment insurance 
law to be upheld through an even division. By doing 
so, as he points out, the court escaped the necessity 
of writing opinions and announcing the stand taken 
by the Justices. Had Justice Stone participated and 
the decision been 5 to 4 in favor of the law, the spot- 
light would have played brightest on Justice Rob- 
erts, who would now be found upholding a State social 
security statute only a few months after he opposed 
the same State’s minimum-wage law for women and 
minors. 

But while it may be reasoned that the even divi- 
sion was an effective solution of the court’s problem, 
it would be entirely unfair to imply that the situa- 
tion was arranged. The whole record of the Supreme 
Court under Chief Justice Hughes, and especially dur- 
ing its last two historic terms, proves its willingness 
to accept issues when duly presented and to deter- 
mine them. There has been no indication of a desire 
to avoid the preparation of opinions or to escape re- 
sponsibility in invalidating or upholding laws. To 
the contrary, in the last two or three years there 
have been many memorable opinions, representing 
both majority and minority points of view. Utter- 
ances by Hughes and Stone, by Brandeis and Rob- 
erts, by Cardozo and Sutherland—to mention the 
leading opinion writers—will give the decisions of this 
period a prominent place in our constitutional history. 

With Justice Stone not participating because of ill- 
ness when the case was argued, the favorable judg- 
ment of the New York Court of Appeals was auto- 
matically affirmed. A delay in order to bring Justice 
Stone into the case would not have changed the re- 
sult. Faced by a busy term, the Chief Justice and 
his associates saw no reason, under these circum- 
stances, for not disposing of the case promptly and 
simply. . 

That is what the procedure in the New York unem- 
ployment insurance case comes down to.

The need for drastic reform has long been obvious 
—President Taft called pointed attention to it in 
a message to’ Congress in 1912—but all efforts at 
more than surface-scratching improvement have met 


: 


resistance in Congress. Virtually every Congressman 
gives lip service to the reorganization idea, but there 
are not many who will stand up for retrenchment 
when jobs in their particular districts are affected. 
' Three committees have been at work on the re- 
organization project since last spring, so there will 
be a wealth of information on which to proceed. 
There is, first, the President’s administrative man- 
agement committee, with Louis Brownlow, director 
of the Public Administration Clearing House at Chi- 
cago, as its chairman. Then there is the Senate 
committee headed by Senator Byrd of Virginia, and 
last, but by no means least, there is a Houge com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of John J. Cochran 
of St. Louis, a long-time and effective foe of bureat- 
cratic waste. Assisting all three is the Brookings 
Institution of Washington, which is making a “func- 
tional survey” of the whole Federal governmental 
setup. The participation of this useful outside 
agency, which did the spadework some 15 years ago 
that led to the establishment of the present Federal 
budget system, guarantees a thorough and scientific 
assembling of facts. ‘ 
What will Congress do with the recommendations 
that presumably will follow the studies now being 
made? It is a hopeful augury that President Roose- 
velt, who pledged himself to this reform in his cam- 
paign of 1932, has said that reorganization will be 
item No. 2 on his program for the coming session of 
Congress. Congress, of course, is the final arbiter in 
this matter, and the way in which Congressmen, re- 
gardless of party lines, have rallied in the past to 
scrap reorganization measures is calculated to dull 
optimism over the present effort. 
Still, there is ground for hope—better ground now, 
perhaps, than formerly, from the fact that steadily 
increasing costs of government have aroused in the 
public a new realization of the need for reform. Pub- 
lic opinion can, if it will, compel Congress to adopt a 
self-denying ordinance. 
HOW TO INFLUENCE RADIO PROGRAMS. 

A new organization, Broadcast Listeners of Amer- 
ica, has come to light. Its goal in life is to reform 
objectionable features of radio programs. To bring 
this about, its promoter threatens a “radio listeners’ 
strike.” 

Nothing more difficult to organize or to make 
effective can be imagined than a strike of radio 
listeners. Merely to stop listening to disapproved 
programs will have little effect on what the ether 
waves are saying. | 

The radio audience does have a powerful weapon, 
however, and this should be the chief reliance of such 
an organization. Broadcast programs, to bring re- 
sults as an advertising method, are developed in 
accordance with the tastes of the public, as viewed 
by the sponsor. The public reaction, expressed in 
“fan mail,” influences the character of the program. 
If enough listeners will let their wishes be ‘known,

By his letter or postcard, expressing approval or 
disapproval, the radio listener can, if he will, bring 
about reform of radio programs without resorting to 
bizarre tactics. 
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LEGALITY OF THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT. 

One of the claims put forth by the Spanish rebels 
and their supporters, to uphold the righteousness of 
their cause, is the assertion that the present Spanish 
Government is not legally in office. Examination of 
this charge is in order. 

The Madrid Government’s mandate goes back to 
the election of last Feb. 16. The conservative parties, 
those of the Right and Center, were in power at 
that time. Men and women 23 years old and over 
were entitled to vote, and 11,000,000 out of 13,000,000 
eligibles did so. The Government took special pre- 
cautions to insure an honest and orderly election. 
For this purpose, 60,000 civil guards, gendarmes and 


partisan foreign observers that the election was fairly 
conducted. 

The result was a substantial victory for the Pop- 
ular Front, a coalition of democratic and radical par- 
ties. They elected 266 Deputies, the Right elected 
142 and the Center 65. Of the Popular Front Depu- 
ties, only 15 were Communists and 18 belonged to 
other radical groups. This should dispose of the

The Problem of Selecting Judges: III 


Having shown weakness of present method, also futility of compromise with elective 
system, writer in final article proposes remedy; suggests that Judges be appointed 
on advice of advisory board; then, after several years, public would vote on re- 
appointment; California adopted plan in 1934 after long campaign of education.

F the previous argument of the writer is 
| accepted, that the system of popular elec- 

tion of Judges does not in fact possess 
the democratic virtues attributed to it and 
that attempts to compromise with it will not 
eradicate the evils that accompany it, a 
groundwork can then be laid for a plan that 
will abandon selection by popular vote and 
substitute for it a system based upon an en- 
tirely different principle of selection. 

In casting about for this new system, two 
considerations should guide our search: (1) 
that theory and actual experience unite in 
pointing to the wisdom of placing the power 
of selecting Judges in the hands of one in- 
dividual; (2) that such power of appointment 
should, and can, be subjected to intelligent 
guidance and effective popular control. Let 
us examine briefly both these considerations, 

* + ” 

No one can peruse the mass of literature 
on the problem of judicial selection without 
being impressed with the fact that prac- 


. tically all acknowledged authorities favor 


the theory of appointment by a single in- 
dividual, These writers constantly empha- 
size the two basic merits of an appointive 
system that were pointed out long ago-by 
Alexander Hamilton in “The Federalist”: 

“One man of discernment is better fitted 
to analyze and estimate the peculiar quali- 
ties adapted to particular offices, than a 
body of men of equal, or perhaps even of su- 
perior, discernment. The sole and undivided 
responsibility of one man will naturally be- 
get a livelier sense of duty and a more exact 
regard of reputation.” That these theoret- 
ical advantages have been fulfilled in ex- 
perience is demonstrable by observation of 
the results that have been obtained in juris- 
dictions having an appointive system. 

No judiciary in the world has received 
such universal acclaim as that of England, 
where nearly all Judges are appointed by a 
single individual, the Lord Chancellor, who 
in turn is a political appointee and a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet representing the Govern- 
ment then in power. With one or two ex- 
ceptions, the only courts in this country that 
have been favorably compared with the En-

power would select appointees, or it would 
act as a consulting and ratifying body sim- 
jlar to the United States Senate in its func- 
tions regarding presidential appointments to 
the Federal bench. 

Second, within a reasonable period after 
taking office—say two or three years—the 
appointed Judge is to have his name put on 
a ballot, unopposed by any other candidate, 
and the electorate will be asked to express 
its opinion of his fitness by voting either to 
continue him in office or to have him re- 
placed. In other words, the Judge would be 
required, after a reasonable tenure follow- 


_ing his appointment, to “run on his record,” 


and to repeat the process thereafter at the 
expiration of each normal term, whether 
that be six, 10 or 15 years. 


+ * * 


By this process, the democratic virtue of 
popular control is provided for without re- 
quiring the public.to ELECT Judges from a 
bewildering list of candidates. The voter is 
asked the single question: “Do you wish to 
retain Judge Blank?” Should a Judge be 
rejected by the electorate, a new Judge will 
then be appointed, who will go through a 
similar periodic process. 

One further question remains regarding 
the mechanism of such an appointive sys- 
tem, and it is one on which considerable dif- 
ferences of opinion have cropped out in re- 
cent discussions on the subject. Shall the 
appointing power be vested in the chief ex- 
ecutive or in the head of the state judiciary? 

The trend of current thinking seems to 
favor the latter, which has for recommenda- 
tion not only the examples of the English 
judiciary and the brilliant history of appoint- 
ments of equity Judges by the Chancellors of 
New Jersey, but also the approval of the 
American Judicature Society. Under such a 
plan, the Chief Justice would either be ap- 
pointed by the Governor from among the 
Justices of the Supreme Court and his ten- 
ure as Chief Justice be limited to the same

The argument against the Con- 
gressional procedure was that it re- 
sulted in log-rolling and inordinate 
pressure by special, powerful 
groups. The Roosevelt administra- 
tion has boasted that these pres- 
sures have been eliminated by the

The next cause 
reads literally like a repetition of 
the never-observed Constitution of 
1905. It includes freedom of con- 
science, of speech, of press, of meet- 
ings and demonstrations, and of the 
forming of associations. It is here 
that the Communist party is men- 
tioned—and its absence from the 
draft might have appeared suspi- 
cious to some—and it is described 
as a kind of leading nucleus or van- 

to stimulate public effort in 
all fields of endeavor. The Consti- 
tution forbids all arrests except by 
order of a law court, and the dwell- 
ings and even the correspondence 
of individuals are declared to be 
only subject to the same authority.

Cyril Clemens of Kirkwood, presi- 
dent of the International Mark 
Twain Society and cousin of the 
famous American humorist, 
preside. Mark Twain was born 
Samuel Clemens at Florida, Mo., 
101 years ago tomorrow. — 

' Cornbread and Pumpkin Pie. 

Cornbread and pumpkin pie—two 
favorite items of food with Mark 
Twain—will be on the dinner menu. 

The International Mark Twain 
Society, founded at Cyril Clemens’ 
home in 1923, has 200 or more lo- 
cal members and about 1500 mem- 
bers in all, scattered over more 
than 30 countries. Most of the 
members are authors and many are 
of world prominence. Premier Mus- 
solini of Italy is honorary presi- 
dent. 

In an interview yesterday, Clem- 
ens recalled how the society was 
started by about 15 men and wom- 
en of literary tastes. Mussolini, an 
admirer of’ Mark Twain’s . works, 
accepted an invitation to join in 
1927. Since then Clemens has de- 
voted much effort to bringing in 
others of prominence in public life 
and literature. Among recent ad- 
ditions to the rolls are Count Gal- 
eazzo Ciano, son-in-law of Mussoli- 
ni; King Boris III of Budlgaria; 
President Manuel Quezon of the 
Philippine Islands and Toyohiko 
Kagawa, Japanese social reformer. 

Mussolini Alienates Members. 

Mussolini’s connection with the 
society has kept some prominent 
persons from joining, Clemens re- 
lated. Among these have been Al- 
bert Einstein, the famous mathe- 
matfician; Romain Rolland, French 
novelist; Van Wyck Brooks, Ameri- 
can author, and Robert Graves, En- 
glish writer. 

“The bonds of cultured peace” 
were chosen by the society origin- 
ally as a common ground of inter- 
est. In refusing to join because of 
the Italian dictator’s membership, 
Brooks told the society, “I can 
think of no man who has done 
more to disrupt all hope of ‘cul- 
tured peace,’ or whom Mark Twain 
would have detested more.” How- 
ever, Graves, who had rejected an 
invitation to become an_ honorary 
vice president, later decided that 
he could accept, since Haile Selas- 
sie, Emperor of Ethiopia, had ac- 
cepted a place as honorary presi- 
dent along with Mussolini. 

Graves said neither he nor the 
Emperor was likely to welcome 
Gertrude Stein as an associate, but 
she was invited, accepting with a 
characteristic tribute to Mark 
Twain, “who is as deep and as broad 
as the Mississippi River and the Mis" 
sissippi River is as deep and as 
broad as a river pleasantly could 
be—which makes Mark Twain the 
pleasantest and the most wonder- 
ful thing he did on the Mississippi.” 

H. G. Wells Objects. 

H. G. Wells resigned from the 
society when he heard about Mus- 
solini being in it. As to the dic- 
tator, Clemens said: “We don’t con- 
sider his politics. He’s a prominent 
man, an admirer of Mark Twain 
and takes an active interest in the 
society. Just last year he sent $200 
for a Mark Twain memorial fund. 
I think Mark Twain would have ap- 
proved of Mussolini in some ways. 
Remember the fun he made of Italy 
in ‘Innocents Abroad’ because of 
conditions there when he visited the 
country. The fact Mussolini was a 
self-made man would have appealed 
to Twain. Mussolini told me he 
liked both Huck Finn and Tom 
Sawyer, that some of the incidents 
in their books were similar to his 
own boyhood.” 

Supporters of Mussolini in the so- 
ciety, Clemens continued, included 
George Bernard Shaw, Henri Bor- 
deaux, French novelist, and the late 
G. K. Chesterton, who called Mus- 
solini “a jolly card.” 

The society's silver medal will be 
presented some time after Christ- 
mas, Clemens announced, to Alfred 
Noyes, English poet and author, for 
his recently published life of Vol- 
taire.

Lloyd George in War Memoirs 


Deserted by Their Allies, Kaiser's Soldiers 
Fought On—Americans in the Argonne 
3 —The Armistice. 


OW the German army, in the 

Jace of certain defeat, “fought 
to the end with desperate valor,” 
is told by David Lloyd George, war- 
time Prime Minister of\England, in 
the instalment of his War. Mem- 
oirs printed today. This instal- 
ment carries the story to the Armé- 
stice of Nov. 11, 1918. 


By DAVID ‘LLOYD GEORGE. 
F the five major operations 
which Marshal Foch proposed 
in his memorandum for the 

first stage of his 1918 offensive, the 
first, in Champagne, was already 
in progress, and the second, on the 
Amiens front, was agreed to by 
Haig. Details of the second opera- 
tion were fixed at a conference 
which Foch held on July 26, with 
Haig and Rawlinson and the French 
General Debeney, commanding the 
French First Army, which was to 
co-operate. 

Foch followed it by sending 
Haig on July 28, two memoranda, 
one containing instructions for. the 
operation, the other putting Haig 
in sole command ever both the 
British and the French forces tak- 
ing part, and asking him to expe- 
dite. the attack. 

The result of this attack com- 
pletely justified Foch’s insight into 
the state of the German troops. 
Once more the Allies benefited by 
a new method ‘of attack first at- 
tempted, but bungled, at Cambrai— 
a short bombardment followed by 
the advance of a large force of 
tanks. Foch had employed these 
tactics in his Villers-Cotterets at- 
tack. : 

Germans Taken by Surprise. 

The utmost secrecy was observed 
in the preparations for the Amiens 
offensive, and when it was 
launched on Aug. 8, it took the 
Germans completely unawares. Six 
to eight miles of ground were won 
the first day. The French extended 
the attack to the south and two 
days later recaptured Montdidier. 

In a week’s fighting 30,000 prison- 
ers were taken. The British 
Fourth Army took 21,000 prisoners 
at a cost of only 20,000 casualties. 
German reinforcements were hur- 
ried up. Had Haig flung his army 
into the gap created and pursued 
the broken and demoralized Ger- 
mans: without respite an even 
greater victory was within his 
grasp. When the enemy was scat- 
tered and unnerved, and their re- 
serves were not yet up, Haig did 
not press forward with relentless 
drive and the Germans were given 
time to reform their lines. Both 
Hindenburg and Ludendorff dwell 
with gratitude and surprise on this 
welcome respite. 

The British Army itself did not 
realize the extent and effect of the 
triumph they had won. They were 
thinking in terms of past offensives 
when a gain of a few kilometers in 
an attack was as much as_ they 
could hope to accomplish, and ex- 
perience had taught them the dan- 
gers of advancing too far because 
the Germans invariably rallied, 
brought up their reserves and 
counter-attacked with verve. and 
skill. They had not yet understood 
that they were confronted today 
with an enemy who had lost much 
of his dash and combative strength. 

“Rising Flood of Americans.” 

The German army was melting 
away, while the Allies were being 
reinforced by the steadily rising 
flood of American troops. Nor was 
the difference between the two 
forces confined to the growing dis- 
parity of their numerical strength. 
The collapse of morale on the Ger- 
man side was yet more disastrous. 

The knowledge was slowly per- 
meating all ranks of the (German) 
army that the war was lost. 
Toward the end this sense of over- 
whelming defeat swept like a wave 
over the population in the Father- 
land. For four years they had be- 
lieved themselves invinciple and, 
as recently as midsummer of 1918, 
had been promised a final victory 
and a triumphant peace. 

The bulk of the German popula- 
tion, especially workmen, profes- 
sional classes and small _ rentiers, 
were suffering privations as the.re- 
sult of the blockade. Men and wom- 
en will endure a great deal if they 
can see a glimmer of hope at the 
end of the journey. The disinte- 
gration of the home front in Ger- 
many is attributed largely to the 
“lying propagando” which the Al- 
lies organized. But the deadliest 
quality in the propaganda was its 
truth. 

Value of the Tank. 

Facts such as those relating to 
the numbers of American troops 
now in France, or the progress of 
our campaigns against Germany’s 
allies, or the failure of the subma- 
rine campaign and the numbers of 
submarines we had sunk, were not 
made public in Germany by the 
authorities, for obvious reasons; 
but they formed highly useful in- 
formation for us to drop from the 
air in the German ranks or behind 
their lines. And their great virtue 
was that they were correct. 

In another important respect the 
entente had a great superiority to 


strokes by the Allies against their™ 
dwindling and disheartened foes, 
generally simultaneously on left, 
center and right. They gave the 
enemy no rest and sent him stag- 
gering back from even his strong- 
est positions. 

Foch was responsible for the 
general plan of attack on the whole 
front. Haig, Petain, Rawlinson, 
Margin, Gouraud and Pershing 
worked out the details in their re- 
spective sectors and directed the 
onset with expert intelligence and 
resolution. 

(The successive allied military 
operations of late August and early 
September are related, including 
the American wictory in the 5t. 
Mihiel salient, south of Verdun, 
which “once more taught the en- 
emy an uncomfortable respect of 
their fighting quality.” The collapse 
of Germany's allies, Austria, Bul- 
garia and Turkey, is described.) 

German Morale Collapsed. 

Germany, before the combined 
allied assault in the West, had 
been abandoned by all her allies 
and we saw that her soldiers were 
fully apprised of that fact. In such 
circumstances the spirit of the 
bravest army quails. 

The despised sideshows made 
their contribution toward the Allied 
triumph on the Western Front. Had 
Germany’s allies stood firm, the 
loss of morale among the German 
troops would not have occurred. 

The certainty of disaster and the 
sense of impending encirclement 
were largely responsible for’ the 
rapidity with which the Germans 
collapsed. « 

While Germany’s allies were thus 
deserting her, Foch set his program 
in operation, and the whole West- 
ern Front burst into flames, from 
the North Sea to Lorraine. 

The operations on each’ sector 
were in the hands of the Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the particular 
group of allied forces—Belgian, 
British, French, American—respon- 
sible for the attack. But behind 
them all, the master-mind of Foch 
was at work, planning his succes- 
sive hammer-strokes, and organ- 
izing the distribution: of forces and 
reserves so as to secure the maxi- 
mum effect. 

Allies Scented Victory. 

And on the battlefield, the allied 
troops pressed forward with a new 
confidence, born of the well-ground- 
ed certainty that they were now 
superior in men, material and lead- 
ership, that a complete victory had 
already been achieved on other 
fronts and that final triumph was 
in sight. The enemy could no 
longer stand up against the impact 
of the impending assault. 

Beyond a doubt, one of the most 
brilliant and decisive strokes of this 
succession of colossal battles was 
the smashing blow delivered by 
Haig and his dauntless army of 
British and Dominion troops at the 
Siegfried line between Marcoing 
and St. Quentin. The Germans, not 
without reason, thought they had 
made that line impregnable. 

By Sept. 28 the British had 
smashed through the incredible de- 
fences of the Siegfried line in front 
of Cambrai and crossed the Canal 
du Nord, while in combination 
with the Belgians they had 
launched a thrust in Flanders 
which carried them well beyond the 
farthest limit of the Passchendaele 
offensive of evil memory. 

The French had also made con- 
siderable progress on their front. 

Decision to Ask for Armistice. 

On Sept. 28, as Ludendorff, re- 
cords in his book: “The General 
Staff and its Problems,” he and 
Hindenburg came to the conclusion 
that the only course left for them 
was to demand an immediate ar- 
mistice, and to offer to conclude 
peace in terms of President Wil- 
son’s Fourteen Points. 

Between mid-March and Oct. 1,. 
the strength of the German armies 
had been reduced by more than 
1,500,000 men. 

The smashing through the rear of 
the Hindenburg line, followed a 
few days later by the fall of Cam- 
brai, simultaneously with a power- 
ful thrust towards Lille in the 
North, sent the whole German 
front reeling backwards. 

The ceaseless body blows deliv- 
ered with increasing power by — the 
allied forces left the German army 
breathless and helpless. But it is 
fair to acknowledge that they re- 
treated fighting for every kilome- 
ter they had ultimately to concede. 

Praise for German Courage. ~ 

It was not a chase and hardly a 
pursuit. Starved, decimated, de- 
spairing, the German _ soldiers 
fought on, making us pay for every 
mile we wrested from them. 

Throughout the whole war the 
Germans had shown’ themselves 
doughty fighters, but there was 
nothing finer in their record than 
the pluck with which they  con- 
tinued to withstand us in the hour 
of their defeat. _ |

Americans in the Argonne. 


The Americans were thrusting 
stubbornly up in the Argonne, and 
between them and us the French 
were marching forward across de- 
partments that had been in Ger- 
man hands since the first year of 
the war. 

On Oct. 26, Ludendorff resigned. 
On Nov. 1 the Canadians entered 
Valenciennes. On the 4th Haig 
launched a great attack before 
which the German forces in that 
area finally crumbled and broke. 

The French were advancing 
steadily farther still, pressing the 
German army back to the frontier. 

The Americans were fighting a 
terrible battle in the Argonne. 

A mutiny broke out at Kiel, 
where the sailors of the German 
navy, ordered to sea to strike a last 
despairing blow, refused to obey, 
and hoisted the red flag. On Nov. 
9, the Kaiser abdicated. 

Two days before, the German 
delegates coming to negotiate an 
armistice had crossed the French 
lines. On Nov. 10, the British en- 
tered Mons. The Germans fought 
desperately to the last hour of the 
war. 

At 5 a. m. on Nov. 11, the armis- 
tice was signed, and at 11 o’clock 
hostilities ceased along the whole 
front, from Holland to Switzerland.

INSTRUCTIONS ON ADDRESSING 
CHRISTMAS FOREIGN MAIL 


Postmaster Says Script of Various 
Languages Must Bear Interlined 
‘English Translation. 


Instructions concerning the prop- 
er method of addressing mail for 


delivery in foreign countries were 
issuéd yesterday by Postmaster W. 
Rufus Jackson, in order to elimi- 
nate delays in the handling of for- 
eign Christmas mail. 

Mail addressed in German, Rus- 
sian, Greek, Turkish, Hebrew, 
Chinese or other characters is in- 
sufficient, he said, as the script of 
the various foreign languages is 
not always known by the postal 
clerks. All mail addressed in for- 
eign languages, he said, shouia 
bear an interline translation in 
English of the postoffice, province 
and country of the destination. If 
the English form of the name is 
not known, the foreign spelling of 
the name should be shown in Ro- 
man or English characters.

If the Legislature should reduce

If School Funds Were Cut. 

A reduction of the allotment from 
one-third to one-fourth would mean 
less money for the public schools 
than if the one-third were contin- 
ued, but it would not mean less 
money than the schools have been 
receiving. In fact the school fund 
would be higher than it ever has 
been in the past under the one- 
third allotment. It would be ap- 
proximately $10,300,000. In 1933 the 
allotment was only $3,397,851. In 
|} 1934 it was $5,527,745, and in 1935 
it was $6,985,478. ‘Tor 1936 it is 
estimated slightly in excess of $9,- 
000,000. 

The public school teachers’ rep- 
resentatives at the Legislature may 
be expected to oppose any change 
in the allotment and any “raid” on 
the school fund for the State Uni- 
versity and the Teachers’ Colleges, 
They will contend, undoubtedly, 
that even with the increased funds 
made available through the sales 
tax, the money will be insufficient 
to bring the public schools to the 
standard fixed by the school act of 
1931. And this contention probably 
would be within the facts. 

This is the situation and the Leg- 
islature riust face it.

THE LETTERS AND JOURNAL OF BRAND 
WHITLOCK. Edited by Allan Nevins. 
(D. Appleton-Century Co., New York.) 


RAND WHITLOCK became 

Minister to Belgium six months 
="before the outbreak of the war. 
He accepted the post as an oppor- 
tunity to write and live pleasantly 
after the strenuous and uncongenial 
years he spent as reform Mayor of 
Toledo. He was in the~- middle 
forties at the time, a man of lit- 
erary tastes, as his letters and jour- 
nal reveal, and not at heart a 
fighter. The real ambition of the 
man, who was destined to stand 
between the Belgian civilians and 
the German army of occupation, 
was to be a novelist. His hero was 


William Dean Howells. artist.

His longing for a literary ca- 
reer was genuine. He-wrote many 
novels in his crowded life, but 
it is not for them that he is re- 
membered, nor for his good work 
in the reform movement in munici- 
pal politics. Brand Whitlock means 
only one thing to American people. 
He was the war-time Minister to 


Belgium.

Of these two large volumes, the 
one containing the letters should be 
read first. Only half the letters 
available were used, but they ex- 
tend from his days as a young law- 
yer in the Middle West to his death 
at Cannes less than two years ago. 
They are addressed to people as 
different as Theodore Dreiser, 
Clarence Darrow, Judge Ben Lind- 
sey, Lincoln Steffens, Hamlin Gar- 
land, Woodrow Wilson. The im- 
portant years of the war are barely 
represented in this volume, largely 
because the journal covers that pe- 
riod exclusively. In Whitlock’s re- 
tirement at Cannes he is revealed 
as worn out and embittered, with 
changed and imperfect judgments 
of the men he used to admire. 

The Journal is more interesting 
and certainly more valuable to stu- 
dents. It is a voluminous daily rec- 
ord of a crisis which demanded not 
heroism or martyrdom or cunning, 
but the virtue of patience. Whit- 


Whitlock was aided in Brussels 
by a committee of the two or three 
neutral Ambassadors and some Bel- 
gian bankers. The committee was 
as much hindrance as aid. It boiled 
over in continual misunderstand- 
ings and jealousies, in petty fac- 
tions that ought to have been for- 
gotten. 

Most difficult of all were the Ger- 
mans. Whitlock was no more 4 
neutral Minister than Page in Lon- 
don. The invasion of Belgium was 
to him an outrage. The presence 
of the German army in Brussels 
was a sickening sight, revolting 
to his strong instincts of person- 
al liberty and justice. And yet 
he went day after day to the. of- 
fice of Lancken and Moltke, tire- 
lessly, tactfully laying before them 
the importance to them of the work 
he was trying to do. 
sacrifice could have been asked of 
Brand Whitlock than this daily 
contact with the German military 
officials. 

That his tact and patience pre- 
vailed to the very end, keeping open 
the channels by which the relief 
work was carried on, is not only 
a great personal triumph for him, 
but a refutation of his critics who 
naively considered that a swash- 
buckling air and an iron fist might 
better have prevailed against the 
Germans. —D. W. Parks.

Such compositions may be re- 
garded as heretical by dyed-in-the 
wool short-story readers, but they 
will find some measure of solace in 
“A Sum in Addition,” by William 
March, the winner in the short- 
story class. Here is the typical O. 
Henry treatment, with its touch of 
humor and pathos, detailing the dis- 
covery by a trio of traveling sales- 
men of what may have been a sui- 
cide note. 

Included in the remaining 16 sto- 
ries of the collection are such bits 
as “Escape From the Mine,” by 
Walter D. Edmunds, an adventur- 
ous yarn of Revolutionary days; 
“Glass Houses,” by Nathalie Colby, 
a- human affair with an obvious 
moral; “Dead Man,” by James M. 
Cain, typical of that writer’s real- 
istic style; and what is probably 
the least interesting of the _ lot, 
“Lion,” by William Faulkner, a 
rambling, drawn-out affair about a 
bear hunt in the deep South. 

On the whole, the editor and 
judges seem to have done an excel- 
lent job.

‘A Lesson to Learn 


And No Holidays’ 


REASONS FOR ANGER. By Robert Brif- 
fault, (Simon G Schuster, Néw York.) 


EVERAL years before his novel, 
§ ‘Europa,” made him world fa- 

mous, Robert Briffault published 
what was intended to be a devastat- 
ing criticism of conventional sex 
morality. A distinguished British 
reviewer, while freely acknowledg- 
ing the light generaled by the au- 
thor’s argument, objected to the 
“Why be so angry 
about the business?” he inquired. 

The incident has furnished Mr. 
Briffault with an arresting title; 
but far from submitting reasons 
for wrath, the present volume is 
offered to show that anger is quite 
uncalled for, in considering the hu- 
man predicament. “I. am an opti- 
mist!” Mr. Briffault declares, 

Not that he is blind to human 
stupidity! A goodly proportion of 
the 14 essays here assembled treat 
that theme in no gentle manner. 
Homo stultus, he perceives, is still 
in the saddle and riding hard. The 
immediate world outlook, he ad- 
mits, is exceedingly gloomy. The 
stubborn resistance of obsolete in- 
stitutions might even result in a 
new dark age, he says. For it is 
the belief of this optimist that our 
obsolete institutions, “products of 


primitive stupidity,” “are no more 


to be amended by the action of in- 
telligence than obsolete trolley-cars 
are to be argued off the streets.” 
Such institutions, he asserts, must 
die by suicide, and “hence the ab- 
surdity of politics.” 

Why then the optimism? First, 
the author argues, because the sui- 
cide process has already begun 
throughout the world, and in- 
trenched stupidity is itself the leth- 
al agency. The cost of that death, 
he grants, will be terrific; but the 
second reason for optimism, he be- 
lieves, is to be found in the fact 
that “human Antelligence is im- 
measurably better equipped, more 
widely diffused, more secure and 
more resourceful than it was when 
the first European civilization fell.”

Briffault sees the race as hav- 
ing entered upon a new phase of 
growth conditioned by a new con- 
ception: that “the isolated and self- 
sufficient human individual is a 
chimera which ‘has never existed. 
He is human, a partaker of the 
powers of humanity, by virtue only 
of the social organism.” 

This, the saving lesson, Briffault 
argues, is to be learned only by 
“bitter, painful experience,” and 
there are “no ‘holidays until the 


lesson is learned.”

Twelve new industries were estab- 
lished in the St. Louis industrial 
district during October and 17 con- 
cerns announced expansions, ac- 
cording to the monthly report of 
the Industrial Bureau of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, made 
yesterday. 

The new industries and expan- 


sions require the services of 254 |- 


additional employes and represent 
an added industrial investment of 
$349,400. Approximately 568,100 
square feet of existing floor space 


were absorbed and 47,700 square 
feet constructed. 

Principal business barometers in 
the St. Louis district, the report 
stated, indicate the following 
changes in. October, as compared 
with October, 1935: 

Building permits increased 70 per 
cent; debits to individual accounts 
increased 8 per cent; bank clear- 
ings increased 15 per cent; post 
office receipts increased 7 per cent; 
local telephone calls increased 7 
per cent; industrial electricity sup- 
plied by the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. to 185 identical eus- 
tomers increased 24 per cent; elec- 
tric power produced for the St. 
Louis area by the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. increased 11 per 
cent; industrial electricity suppli 
by the Laclede Power & Light 
increased 24 per cent. 

Water consumption increased 7 
per cent; industrial gas consump- 
tion increased 33 per cent; revenue 
street car and bus passengers in- 
creased 6 per cent on the lines of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
and the People’s Motorbus Co. com- 
bined; value of milk production in- 
creased 17 per cent; revenue cars 
handled by the Terminal Railroad 
Association increased 9 per cent;

Construction in Municipali- 
ties 4 Per Cent Greater 
Than in Preceding 
Month, U. S. Labor Bu- 
reau Reports. 


“Building construction activity in 
October, measured by the value of 
permits issued, showed an increase 
over September of more than 4 per 
cent,” Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins reported today (Saturday). 
“The increase over the preceeding 
mortth in the value of permits is- 
sued was shared by six of nine geo- 
graphic divisions, with gains regis- 
tered in the value of new residen- 
tial buildings, new non-residential 
buildings, and additions, alterations, 
and repairs to existing structures,” 
she pointed out. 

“Compared with October, 1935, all 
types of building construction 
showed decided gains,” Miss Per- 
kins said, “The value of residen- 
tial buildings for which permits 
were issued increased 66 per cent; 


non-residential buildings, 11 per 
cent, and additions, alterations and 


repairs, 22 per cent. The value of 
all buildings for which permits 
were issued during the month is 
more than 35 per cent greater than 
for October, 1935. 

Ten Month’s Permits. 

“During the first 10 months of 
1936 permits were issued for build- 
ings in cities with a population of 
10,000 or over valued at $1,116,733,- 
000. This represents a gain of 67 
per cent over the first 10 months of 
1935. The value of new residential 
buildings for which permits were 
issued during these months amount- 
ed to $508,952,000, an increase of 
119 per cent. Over the same period, 
the value of new non-residential 
buildings increased 44 per cent, and 
the value of additions, alterations 
and repairs, 32 per cent.” 

The percentage change from Sep- 
tember to October in the number 
and cost of buildings for which per- 
mits were issued for each of the 
different types of construction in 
1482 identical cities having a popu- 
lation of 2500 or over is indicated 
in the following tabulation:

ALL space in this section of 

‘the house has left enough 

room for placing of the larger 
pieces of furniture and the win- 
dows have been planned with this 
in mind, There should be enough 
through ventilation to make the 
house comfortable even in the hot- 
test time of the year. 

Circulation and access to other 
parts of the house from the living 
room are additional problems which 
the architect has solved very suc- 
cessfully. The: living room opens 
on a small hall which in turn leads 
to the bedroom, bath and kitchen. 
This plan allows for maximum pri- 
vacy in all rooms as they may be 
very easily shut off from the rest of 
the house. The furniture in the 
bedroom has been placed to give 
the greatest economy in space and 
three windows provide ample cross 
ventilation. There are two good 
sized closets. 

The bath has a full sized tub and 
a well placed linen closet. There is 
a shallow coa*‘ closst in the hall. 


HE kitchen has been planned 
T trom the standpoint of economy 
of space and steps. While it 
seems no larger than a kitchenette, 
built-in cabinets above the sink and 
below allow for storage space. The 
stove has been recessed and the 
opening above takes care of a ven- 
tilating fan. The architect suggests 
a low refrigerator which leaves 
room for a cabinet above it. The 
closet over the stairs is elevated to 
obtain enough headroom for the 
stairs that lead to the basement. 
The architectural style indicated 
is modified colonial though a small 
house of this type would have con- 
siderable charm as an English cot- 
tage, a small Mediterranean or 
French provincial, depending on 
the owner’s preference. The mate- 
rials suggested have been either 
concrete masonry units or cinder 
blocks since they take on an inter- 
esting texture when painted. A 
composition roof is also suggested. 
The terrace should be flagged and 
planting should be done very ju- 
diciously since a small house can 
be easily obscured by over-planting. 
An enclosing, clipped hedge gives 
the house its proper setting. 


FOR BETTER. | 
LIVING 


A new covering for walls of 
kitchens, baths, and other rooms 
where excess amounts of dampness 
may be present, or where it may be 
desirable to wash the walls fre- 
quently, is linoleum. It is put on

A light in a large closet is de- 
cidedly helpful. There need be no 
rummaging around for the proper 
dress or piece of linen. 


Where masonry is to be painted, 
particularly if it is subjected to 
any dampness, a cement paint will 
give admirable service. 


In building a new house, there is 
little saving in installing a bath 
tub on legs instead of the more 
sanitary and better-looking built-in 
tub. The additional cost of the tub 
itself will be offset in some degree 
by the saving on finished flooring 
and walls where the tub sets.

As a result of this widespread 
condition, a number of firms are 
producing water-softening . equip- 
ment which, by filtration and 
chemical action, neutralizes or de- 
posits out the mineral content, 
leaving the water soft and reduc- 
ing to a minimum clogging or cor- 
rosion in plumbing and | heating 
equipment. Such water-softening 
equipment is manufactured by a 
number of firms who will make an 
analysis of the water to be treated 
and upon that basis recommend the 
type and size of equipment which 
will be most. satisfactory. 

Most water-softening equipment 
is designed for connection into the 
main water-supply line so that all 
water used within the house is 
treated. At times only the domestic 
hot-water supply is. softened, and 
now small portable softeners are 
available which can be. connected 
to any individual faucet and pro- 
vide a sufficient quantity of soft- 
ened water for washing purposes.

Where the water supply is defi- 
nitely hard, the installation of 
water-softening equipment will 
often pay for itself in the saving 
on plumbing and heating lines and 
equipment as well as through add- 
ed comfort and convenience. Of 
course, to realize these major bene- 
fits the equipment should be so in- 
stalled that all water used in the 
house is treated in accordance with 
the manufacturers’ recommen- 
dations. 


Keep Broom Closet 
Out of Kitchen 


The advisibility of placing broom 
closets in kitchens is doubtful. 
Brooms and mops and dust cloths 
are necessarily dirty objects and 
probably are excellent lodgings for 
any germs that may be around. To 
allow such things to stay in the 
same room in which we prepare our 
food does not seem like good sani- 
tation, 


« * * 

A hook strip on the wall of the 
cellar stairs is a good place to hang 
them, for there they get air and a 
certain amount of light which helps 
to keep them sweet. In houses with 
no cellars a place can usually be 
found in the utility room for them. 

If space is available, a broom 
closet on the second floor is always 
useful. | 

In such a closet there should be a 
hook strip on all sides, the top of 
which is about four feet six inches 
from the floor. Over this may be 
erected two or more shelves for 
cleaning materials. These should 
not be over six inches deep so that 
the boxes will not be lost behind 
each other. On the hook § strip 
should be placed a number of hooks, 
and all brooms, dusters, and mops 
should have loops of string or wire 
at the top of the handies by which 
they may be hung up. This leaves 
the floor for pails and other utensils 
that need floor space. A broom 
closet should always be ventilated. 


Heavier Wire for | 
Service Rooms 


When rewiring a home or when 
wiring a new home the electrical 
circuit or circuits serving the kitch- 
en, basement, laundry room, utility 
room, and dining room should be of 
heavier wire than the normal light- 
ing circuit because of the prob- 
ability of the use of these rooms of 
electrical appliances which draw 
considerable amounts of current, 

‘In most localities it is common 


‘to use No, 14 U. S. gage wire for 


the wiring of branch lighting cir- 
cuits, but it is not advisable to use 
wire lighter than No. 12 U. S; gage 
for the rooms previously mentioned. 
The heavier wire has two definite 
advantages, namely, ability to 
carry the current drawn by motors, 
toasters, waffle trons, percolators, 
and other such appliances and at 
the same time,. because of less re- 
sistance to current flow, savings in 
the: electric bill may result. 


Natural Beauty of Wood 

Natural beauty should be re 
tained whenever practicable in 
choosing woodwork finishes. If the 
wood is beautiful in itself and well 
matched for color and grain, a var- 
nish or wax finish may be given if 
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ceilings installed and the whole 
made damp-proof. Adequate 
lighting and ventilation can be 
provided. With a few partitions 
and a little paint, you can con- 
trive a serviceable fruit and veg- 
etable storage. room, a modern 
home workshop, ,.an_ efficient 
laundry and drying room, a base- 
ment lavatory, a den or recrea- 
tion room. 


Brighten Drab Kitchen 
With New Color 


A coat of fresh paint will work 
wonders in brightening up a room, 
particularly the kitchen, if the 
walls are drab and dull. The room 
exposure should determine the color 
choice, If the kitchen is sunny, 


blue or green walls are good, but in 
a room facing north the soft cream 
yellows will supply the lack of sun- 
light, 

Adapted to kitchen use and ex- 
ceedingly attractive for its walls is 
a gloss paint in pale apricot color. 
To set off this shade, white, silver, 
or gray may be used, and if cur- 
tains are hung in the room a blue- 
green fabric edged with a deeper 
tone of apricot than the walls will 
be most effective. A small amount 
of the blue-green- may be used to 
advantage in touching up kitchen 
cabinets or other furniture. Paint- 
ing inside the table drawers or 
other containers for kitchen equip- 
ment in apricot carries out the 
color scheme, 


Wax Helps Floors. 


Any kind of floor surface can be 
protected by waxing. Few people 
think it necessary or permissible to 
wax a painted floor, but such wax- 
ing will prolong the life of the 
paint considerably, : 
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Another place. to look for mode 
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tions by replacing the old stairs 
with new, less pretentious and at 
the same time more attractive 
ones; and the space gained can be 
turned into another room or, at the 


The old bathrooms, too, are fers 
tile fields for fixing. They are 
usually twice the size they need be, 
and, by rearrangement of fixtures 
and substituting new tubs for old, 
closets can frequently be carved 
from the old dimensions. 

Other changes can be found if 
only one seéks them, to the great 
improvement of their livability. 


Use For Alcove 


While all the plumbing fixtures 
essential to a bathroom may be lo- 
cated in a space as small as five 
feet square; some homes have only 
a small closet or alcove, less than 
five feet square, available for an 
extra bathroom. 

In this case it may be desirable 
to substitute a shower stall for the 
tub. Many improvements have 
been made in these stalls in recent 
years. They are now entirely 
leak-proof,. .At the option of the 
purchaser, they may be equipped 
with glass doors or with shower 
curtains. 


Closet Space. 

Space under the stairs can be di- 
vided into two coat closets, a small 
one for children and a higher one 
for adults, both reached from the

Their scientific equipment con- 
sists of the depth finder and a deli- 
cate gravity-measuring machine con- 
taining five pendulums attached to 
a crystal clock accurate to one two- 
thousandth of a second. Recordings 
of the measurements made by the 
gravity-measuring machine will be 
recorded on sensitized film by light 
beams reflected from the swinging 
pendulums. A further check on the 
accuracy of the clock will be. pro- 
vided by special radio signals from 
the United States Naval Observa- 
tory in Washington. 

The gravity recordings will be 
made about 80 feet below the sur- 
face at each of the 50 points, as 
the submarine moves slowly ahead. 
The pendulums will be set swing- 
ing in their knife-edge suspensions 
and the machine will record their 
movements automatically. The fast- 
er the pendulums swing, the great- 
er is the force of gravity and the 
mass beneath them. 

Offsets Rolling and Pitching. 

If the submarine:rolis or pitches 
in the slightest degree the pendu- 
lums are so arranged that one is 
accelerated by the same amount the 
other is retarded, the movements 


thus canceling each other and mak- 
ing the sole effect that of the 
earth’s attraction. 

“The purpose of making gravity 
measurements at sea over these sub- 
merged ocean beds,” Leahy said, “is 
to gather data to determine the 
relative stability and equilibrium of 
the earth’s crust under the entire 
region of the lesser Antilles Islands. 

“Where the earth’s crust is settled 
and stable, normal values of grav- 
ity are obtained, while in areas of 
large disturbance, as over the ocean 
deeps, outstanding irregularities in 
gravity values are encountered, 
which indicate buckling and crack- 
ing in the earth’s crust.” 


Producers of Disturbances. 


The Bartlett deep south of Cuba 
and the Nares deep north of Puerto 
Rico have been prolific producers 
of volcanic and earthquake dis- 
turbances, he said, and earthquakes 
are evidence that mountains still 
are being formed.

Russian railroads and motor 
highways have been pushed to the 
borders of Sinkiang, and Soviet 
trade and political] agents have 
crossed these borders to control 
Sinkiang’s economic life.

Navy had been pushed and tram- 
pled all over the green-tinted grass 
before the complexion changed with 
such lightning rapidity and _ the 
Middies drove to victory with the 
aid of not one but two pass inter- 
ference rulings. Here’s how it hap- 
pened: 

The Middies halted the Cadets on 
their 28-yard line when big Jim 
Craig fumbled and Schmidt recov- 
ered for the Navy. Ingram braved 
a pass. Jimmy Schwenck, Cadet 
fullback, batted the ball down, but 
the field judge; E. E. Miller of Penn 
State, ruled illegal interference on 
the play and Navy gained six 
yards. Schmidt and Ingram passed 
and drove the Cadets back with a 
steady drive.

“Froggy” as he was known when 
he played first base for the Card- 
inals in 1920-21-22, is a player who 
bridged tk> interval in what might 
be’ known as old baseball and new 
baseball. . 

He was with the White Sox for 
five years from 1913 when the same 
ball was used as long as possible, 
when the pitchers used lamp black 
to discolor the ball and make it 
harder for the batter to see. 

Also he saw the advent of the 
home run slugging in the game led 
‘by Babe Ruth and did a little ex- 
tra base clouting himself. 

Joe Schultz Helped Him. 

One thing has stuck in Fournier’s 
mind as to his baseball career and 
that was how after nine years in 
the game, most of them in the 
major leagues, he was transformed 
from a mediocre hitter to a slugger 
almost overnight by the suggestion 
of Joe Schultz, now a Cardinal 
scout. 

“The first, year I was with the 
Cardinals was 1920” laughed Four- 
nier “and I hit 306. The next 
spring in training camp. Schultz 
came up to me and said ‘Jack, why 
don’t you change your stance, so 


.| you can pull the ball to right field 


more?’ I looked at him in aston- 
ishment: because I had then been 
in baseball for about nine years. I 
was a dead left field hitter, al- 
though a lefthanded batter, and it 
to think about 
changing. 

“However, I tried Joe’s sugges- 
tion. I stood farther back in the 
box and pulled my right foot back 
a little. The result was that I 
started pulling pitches to right and 
hit .343 that season. 

“So it just goes to show you that 
no matter how long you may have 
been doing something you can still 
learn” 

Fournier had a lot of fun out of 
baseball, too. He had some queer 
ideas of training which he has 
changed radically and this change 
is the thing which may lead him 
back into baseball, a game about 
which he admittedly knows a great 
deal. 

Had a Good Time in Game. 

Perhaps the greatest kick he got 
out of a club was the Brooklyn 
Dodgers of 1924 when they lost the 
pennant to the New York Giants by 
a half game. 

“There was a club” said Fournier, 
“just a mediocre team. I was gasp- 
ing my last big league baseball 
breaths at first base. Zach Wheat 
was doing the same thing in the 
outfield. We had some good_pitch- 
ers including Burleigh Grimes, 
Doug McWeeney and others but all 
told it wasn’t a. team that figured 
to be in the race. Yet we were, 
right through the season. 

“The reason was the bunch all 
pulled the same way. Everybody 
was plugging every day and woe to 
the man who failed to do his share. 

“We had time for a little horse 
play, too. Grimes did particularly, 
for when he had a good lead and 
there was a runner on first base, 
Burleigh delighted in throwing spit- 
balls at me.”

han long to see that he wasn’t much 
of a catcher, so Jimmy decided that 
as long as he wanted Fournier in 
the game because of his hitting 
ability he would put him in the out- 
field. 

One Game Was Enough. 

“And he did,” groaned Jack. “T 
played one game in right field, 
haven’t caught a fly ball yet, nearly 
got hit on the head and kicked in 
about 11 runs.” 

It was after Kid Gleason took 
over the Sox that Fournier was 
sent to first base and Gleason took 
him out to the park every morning 
for three or four months, from two 
to three hours each day, drilling 
Jack in the art of playing the bag. 

“Those sessions taught me what 
I needed to know,” said Fournier, 
“and I don’t see why ball players 
today with certain weaknesses to 
correct don’t spend more time 
working on their pet faults. That’s 
the only way.to get over them. 

“You know there’s not a great 
deal of difference between a first 
division team and a second division 
outfit. Generally it is all due to 
the hustle which each team shows. 

“T was struck recently in watch- 
ing games on the coast to see a 
player strike out in the pinch and 
walk to his position laughing, or 
perhaps stop and talk with a friend 
in the stand. Now that doesn't 
strike me as a winning baseball 
spirit. . There’s nothing funny in 
striking out in the pinch.” 


Was Tough on Unppires. 

Fournier had an ungovernable 
temper when he started to play 
baseball, and he made life misera- 
ble for umpires wherever he was, 
but -two $500 fines and some for 
lesser amounts soon cured him of 
the habit, and now he believes that 
the smart player is one who does 
not annoy umpires unduly. 

Jack always had a reputation 
among ball players as one who 
spent his off hours to the best ad- 
vantage. He sold insurance and 
once, it is said, he even had a morn- 
ing job selling washing machines. 

But he has found after all] that 
his chief interest lies in baseball, 
that’s the business he knows the 
most about, and he declares he will 
forsake all others to get back into 
harness.

Twenty-nine s old, a native 
of Alton, Til, Hale C. Jones, a six- 
foot, 190-pounder, built like a Min- 
nesota fullback, did not win any one 
particular tournament to gain this 
royal trapshooting distinction, but 


pion from Berwyn, Pa., who won 
with an average of .9868 on 5100 
registered targets. 

In fact, a flat average of 98 per 
cent, which means only two misses 
out of every 100 targets shot at, 
would have given a shooter this 
year no better than tenth place in 
the nation. 

Has Been Shooting Five Years. 

As for Jones, he has been shoot- 
ing at clay targets for only five 
years, and was introduced to the 
game by Spencer Olin, owner of an 
ammunition company at Hast Al- 
ton, Ill. His first year, 1932, after 
shooting only at local clubs, he was 
induced to enter a tournament at 
Hopkinsville, Ky., and the novice 
surprised himself by walking off 
with the Blue Ribbon Handicap 
championship with 95 out of 100 
from the 25-yard line. | 

In that tournament, he defeated 
some of the greatest shots in the 
country, including Joe Hiestand of 
Hillsboro, O.; Mark Arie, the re- 
nowned Champaign ‘(Ill.) crack- 
shot; Homer Clark of Illinois and 
others of equal rank. Jones further 
proved his mettle by breaking 196 
out of 200 from 16 yards one day 
and 200 straight the next. What 
may have been considered begin- 
ner’s luck for some shooters proved 
to be only the forerunner for future 
successes. 

Two years ago at the Grand 
American tournament here, he 
broke 487 straight for a consecutive 
target record that still stands i# 
that most important of trapshoot- 
ing competitions. 

He’s Hard Luck Shooter. 

He has been the hard-luck shoot- 
er of the Grand American the past 
three years, tying each time for 
the national clay target champion- 
ship with 199 out of 200, and losing 
in the shootoff on each occasion.

CORONATION CROWD 
OF 200,000 EXPECTED 


Visitors From All Over World 
Booking Passage for 
London in May. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—England ex- 
pects the largest number of visi- 
tors in its history for the corona- 
tion of King Edward next May. 

Already almost every boat, 
whether ffeam New York or the 
Malay Straits, is “booked up.” 
Leading hotels have sold out their 
accommodations, and a search for 
“1,500,000 rooms” in the suburbs 
and nearby towns has been started 
by a committee on arrangements. 

But the problem of how to get 
here, and where to stay, is simple 
in comparison with that of getting 


a place to view the royal proces- 
sion on its way to or from West- 
minster Abbey. And as for getting 
in the Abbey, that is something few 
Americans, except Ambassador 
Robert W. Bingham, can even think 
about. By the time the royal fam- 
ily, visiting monarchs. bishops, 
peers and members of the Govern- 
ment are seated there will scarce- 
ly be any room for others. 
Route Six Miles Long. 

Fortunately, the route of the 
procession is being stretched out 
over six miles so that visitors will 
have a reasonable chance to get a 
place in a hotel, store or apartment 
offering a view, if they are willing 
to pay the cost. 

One American, who has been here 
for years, was telling about his ef- 
forts to find places for a party of 
30 that his company is sending 
over. His best bet, he found, was 
an apartment in Pall Mall which 
would cost him $1500. A view of 
the hour-and-a-half long procession 
will cost members of this party $50 
each. 

Although anybody hoping to see 
the procession may as well expect 
to pay from’$25 to $100, there will 
still be a possibility of getting up 
early and finding a place among 
the Englishmen who will line the 
sidewalks on the day of the corona- 
tion. 
A crowd of 2,000,000 persons is 
expected by the police, who are de- 
termined to avoid the overcrowd- 
ing which resulted in 8000 people 
being overcome on the day of King 
George’s funeral. 

Fair Rates Promised. 
As might be expected, hotel rates 
will be considerably higher during 
the coronation than during the sea- 
son of royal courts in the spring. 
Fair prices have been promised by 
the Hotels and Restaurants Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain, and this, 
when interpreted, means an aver~- 
age increase of 40 per cent over 
previous rates. 
- Sell-out prices will prevail not 
only in London but for a radius of 
50 miles.

Takes a Swim 
As Winter Comes to Zoo 


Water Still Too Warm For Others in Pit; In- 
dian Elephant New Favorite 
with Public. - 


oY 


The .population at the Zoo has 
dug in for the winter. When the 
first chill northwest winds swept 


through the bear pits last week, 
one of the polar bears took his 
first swim of the season, splashing 
about with sedate enjoyment. The 
other polars, however, apparently 
don’t think the water is yet cold 
enough, although there usually is 
a crust of ice on the pool in.the 
morning. They still prowl about 
the edges, their fur sooty and 
bluish. 

All of the bears have started 
their period of partial hiberna- 
tion, eating only about half what 
they usually do. No more do they 
seize their food with growling gus- 
to. They approach it indifferently 
and chew slowly and carefully each 
bite of fish, carrots, wheat bread 
and apples. Also they have re- 
duced their activity, especially the 
grizzlies and brown bears, which 
in a wild state, go into complete 
winter hibernation. Instead of 
keeping up the endless pacing of 
other seasons, they are content to 
liet quietly in or near their caves. 

Outdoor Shows Over. 

Alligators have been in their win- 
ter quarters since Oct. 15. Mike 
Kostial’s lion shows and Leon 
Smith’s outdoor chimpanzee per- 
formances have been discontinued 
until ‘spring. Both trainers are 
working on new acts, Smith being 
particularly eager to develop the 
talents of Lady, who is learning 
loop-the-loops and hand-stands. 

Most of the birds in the large 
cage now go into heated quarters 
in the basement at night. A few 
hardy specimens, such as the 
hawks and some of the swans, 
stay out all night and will remain 
outdoors even when the tempera- 
ture is below zero. The others are 
happier in cages heated to 60 de- 
grees. They require little coaxing 
when two trainers open the run- 
ways leading to their warmer 
coops. 

A new performer, Clara Belle, an 
Indian elephant, is getting a good

where Floyd Smith is building up 
her repertory. So far she has 
learned to salute, manicure her toe 
nails after a fashion and walk an 
“elephant tight-rope,” a plank six 
inches wide. She is attracting 4 
large audience each day. 

George Vierheller, Zoo director, 
is thinking of developing the ele- 
phant performances, in view of 
Clara Belle’s sudden popularity. 
Last week he went to Dallas, Tex., 
where he witnessed a performance 
by a herd of six elephants owned 
by Frank Buck. Some of these or 
other elephants may be purchased 
for the Zoo here. 

New Construction. 

Three new barless units for 
hoofed animals in the southeast 
corner of the Zoo, reproductions of 
the rocky area around Graniteville, 
Mo., are almost completed, but will 
not be ready for occupancy until 
spring. They replaced the: fenced- 
in corrals and low wooden shacks 
which formerly stood east of the 
bird cage and lion house. 

The antelope unit, which also has 
a cluster of huge granite boulders 
as its center, is in use. It houses 
liamas, camels, antelopes, vicunas, 
alpacas and other specimens. It 
is the only unit which has heated 
quarters. 

The new Asiatic buffaloes, or sle- 
dangs, which have not yet been de- 
livered to the Zoo, will be placed 
in the north unit. In another yard 
of the same unit will be a group of 
deer. The west unit will house 
mountain goats and sheep. 

The new moated enclosures, hav- 
ing no fences, provide unobscured 
views of all the animals.. Fifty tong 
of real boulders have been scat- 
tered about the area. The manu- 
factured boulders, made of granite 
chips and steel, have been painted 
to simulate genuine rock, 

Total cost of the new units was 
$165,000. The city supplied 55 per

with European stations for the ra- 
dio audience south of the Rio 
Grande. Their instructions empha- 
size the idea that the broadcasts 
must be so planned and carried out 
as to foster a better understanding 
between the peoples of the North 
and South American continents. 

To make sure that the programs 
are broadcast so as to insure re- 
ception in Latin-America, the NBC 
is constructing a new directional 
“beam” transmitting aerial for its 
short wave station, W3XAL, at 
Bound Brook, N. J. Radiating. nar- 
rowly near the transmitter, this 
aerial’s waves will spread out 
gradually in fan shape in such a 
way that their area of greatest 
coverage will be over the islands in 
the Carribean Sea and countries 
beyond. The‘construction is intend- 
ed to be a practical application of 
the NBC announced policy of over- 
coming transmission problems 
which have limited the broadcasting 
effectively of programs from New 
York to the South beyond the Car- 
ribean. 

W3XAL, located near New York 
City and broadcasting on short 
waves a number of WJZ network 
programs, is assigned to the 6.10 
and 17.78 megacycle frequencies. 
Its hours of operation are from 8 
a. m. to 4 p. m. on the 17.78 meg. 
channel and 5 to 10 p. m. on the 
6.10 frequency, except Saturdays, 
when it is on the air until mid- 
night. 

The transmitter is operated with 
10,000 watts power in the morning 
and afternoon and with 25,000 watts 
power at night. The engineers esti- 
mate that when the new “beam” 
aerial is in use, W3XAL’s effective 
power in a southerly direction will 
be four times as great as with the 
present aerial. That is, it will be 
equivalent to a 40,000-watt station 
or 100,000-watter as desired. 

.It now broadcasts a program for 
Latin-America only three times a 
week, a service started last sum- 
mer.

She realized she 
had taken from great artists for 
years, had had priceless hours for 
which, she felt, she had made no 
return, 

“I looked about me,” she ex- 
plains, “and found David Mannes 
and his music settlement.in New 
York. The idea of using music as a 
lever toward good citizenship ap- 
pealed to me. Before long I was 
president of the Philadelphia Set- 
tlement Music School, where un- 
derprivileged children, mostly for- 
eigners, were attracted by the bait 
of music lessons. 

Taught Them Other Things. 

“They came for music, but we 
taught them a lot more—cleanli- 
ness was one of the first lessons 
in the climb to good citizenship. 
But—” Here Mrs. Bok’s face bé- 
came serious. “We also developed 
a problem. That was what to do 
with the really gifted child. A set- 
tlement school could not be ex- 
pected to prepare a boy for a con- 
cert career. That problem was. the 
germ of the Curtis Institute.” 

The school was founded, devel- 
oped a place of its own, continues 
today with its chief problem that 
of keeping the student body small 
enough to enable every student to 
have the necessary personal  in- 
struction. 

And that is another unique fea- 
ture of the institute. Both Mrs. 
Bok and its director, Josef Hof- 
mann, believe that youngsters pre- 
paring for a public career should 
have instruction from artists who 
are having a public career. It is 
difficult to make schedules for les- 
sons when the teacher is touring 
the country, but it is possible. 

There is no tuition fee. “We 
used to make a charge,” explains 
Mrs. Bok, “but it was usually just 
a formality, It made a difference 
with the students to have some 
paying and many not. 
ished the charge.” 

No Talented Student Refused. 

No student with a really excep- 
tional talent is turned away, even 
if he cannot find enough money 
for living expenses. 

“They say that great art comes 
through suffering,” Mrs. Bok says. 
“Perhaps that is true. But think 
of the lost time. And if I've 
learned anything these 13 years, it 
is that the really gifted child is no 
loafer. 

“It’s their world, this study of 
music. They will, voluntarily, sac- 
rifice anything to it. Even the 
children will. We have our little 
difficulties now and then, but I 
can’t think of one student who has 
ever really abused our help.” 

Mrs, Bok is no remote patroness. 
She gives four days a week to the 
school, and knows personaily every- 
body in it, 
up. Although she doesn’t hold a 
“position,” her function is some- 
thing like that of the chairman of 
the board of a corporation. 

There are 202 students this year, 
more than she ar Dr. Hofmann 
really want. The ideal number 
would be 175, but “you can’t turn 
away a real talent,” Mrs. Bok said.

“The St. Louis Council of the 
Boy Scouts of America,” Howard 
said, “agree with me in saying that 
this year’s circus will be the best 
and most pretentious of any Scout 
circus held here.” 

The three-hour circus will begin 
with the St. Louis Civic Band act, 
with W. E. Thomasson as con- 
ductpr of the Scout band, which 
has practiced for the circus more 
than two months. Following the 
civic band will be a 10-minute con- 
cert by the Scout massed band, 
with Howard Stone and Eugene M. 
Hahnel as conductors. 

9000 Scouts in Parade. 

The pageantry of the circus will 
be included in the third event, the 
grand entry, in which the 9000 St. 
Louis and St. Louis County Scouts 
will parade, carrying national and 
troop flags. This event will last 
20 minutes, and will be under the 
direction of Elmer Lonz. 

The 20 Negro Scout troops of St. 
Louis will have the following six 
minutes to demonstrate the ac- 
complishmente of their troops in 
scouting. 

The Scout outdoor training in 
pitching camp and making camp- 
ing utensils out of wood will be 
the next event, with R. T. Shep- 
herd as director, while Dr. O. W. 
Appel will direct the Negro event. 

Four hundred Scouts will par- 


. ticipate in the next event, called 


“Funny Pages.” Charles Horten- 
stein, director of the event, said 
the Scouts have been busy for the 
last month making costumes and 
false faces to resemble those of 
characters in the daily comic strips. 

A town will be constructed on 
the Arena base and demolished in 
14 minutes in the seventh event, 
which will endeavor to recall the 
important part of the Boy Scouts 
played in administering first aid 


during the 1927 tornado here. Carl 


S. Bauman, director, said the city 
to be constructed will include a 
church, hotel, chemical plant, fill- 
ing station, stores, streets, tele- 
phone poles. 

First Aid Demonstration. 

During this event the lights in 
the Arena will be darkened, while 
the tornado takes place. When the 
lights are out, the town will be 
wrecked by the tornado. The po- 
lice department, ambulances from 
the city hospital, and Scouts will 
then come to the rescue of injured 
persons, including a man struck 
by high-tension wires.

Bulletin Attacks Distrib- 
utors 17 Proposed 
Amendments. 


TERMS THEM ‘TRICKY 
AND TREACHEROUS’ 


Accuses Sponsors of Seek- 
ing Loopholes for Future 
Dealings With Commis- 
sioner and the Public. 


The Board of Aldermen was 
urged to make no further changes 
in the standard milk control ordin- 
ance now pending, in an editorial 
by Dr. Lee D. Cady, president of 
the St. Louis Medical Society, in 
yesterday's issue of the Medical So- 
ciety Bulletin. 

A sheaf of 17 amendments ‘to the 
bill, submitted by lawyers for the 
Fresh Milk Association, organiza- 
tion of milk distributers, at the 
conclusion of public hearings before 
the Public Welfare Committee, were 
termed “tricky and treacherous” by 
Dr. Cady, after an analysis of their 
Wntents. 

He suggested that “the Fresh 
Milk Association stand aside and 
that its component distributer mem- 
bers recognize how ridiculous their 
proposed amendments appear to 
the public—their consumers.’ 

“Want Plenty of Loopholes.” 

“A careful reading of the pro- 
posed amendments,” Dr. Cady 
stated, “shows that they are still 
unregenerate insofar as wanting 
plenty of loopholes and alibi arsen- 
als in their future dealings with 
the Health Commissioner and the 
public. 

“The milk hauler is a link in the 
milk chain from producer to con- 
sumer. Curiously, they want to 
strike out the paragraph which 
makes him responsible for main- 
taining the condition of the milk 
he hauls. They want it left so that 


both the producer and the distribut- | 


er can make the hKauer the scape- 
goat.” 

Among the other proposed amend- 
ments attacked were sections pro- 
viding for secrecy of hearings be- 
fore the Board of 
which would have-authority, under 
the ordinance as introduced, to low- 
er the grade of a distributor's prod- 


uct for violation of requirements of | 


the ordinance. 

“It has been no secret how ‘de- 
grading’ has frightened the Fresh 
Milk Association imto hysterics,” 
Dr. Cady wrote. “Under one of their 
proposed amendments, they might 
bring in milk from uninspected 
sources with impunity unless the 
Health Officer had previously dis- 
approved of that source specifically. 
Danger in Confidential Procedure. 

“Another amendment provides 


that, should any distributor dis- | 
agree with the Health Officer re- | 
garding an adequate supply of milk | 
in our own milkshed, he would pe- | 
tion the Board of Public Service to | 
permit bringing milk in from other | 


sources. Since all such proceedings 
‘shall be kept confidential,’ the 
Health Officer would be a party to 
any quarrels the distributors might 
be having with their producers. 
“Both the Health Officer and‘the 
Board might be' made ‘confidential’ 
tools for milk shake-downs. It is 
suggested that the distributors 
would enjoy greater consumer and 
producer confidence if they would 
not persist in attempting to secure 
#0 many confidential mechanisms.” 
After pointing out numerous de- 
tails which he said would weaken 
the authority of the Health Com- 
missioner and interfere with en- 
forcement, Dr. Cady criticised the 
change in designation of grades, ad- 
vocated by a “public health consul- 
tant” paid by the distributors. 
“Names or Bacteria?” 
“Is it names or bacteria they are 
quibbling about?” he asked. 
Proposed removal of the section 
prohibiting the repasteurization of 
milk and milk products also drew | 
fire. The distributors, Dr. Cady | 
said, “want to repasteurize cream 
or other milk products without 
written permission after months of 
storage and sell them as fresh.” 
“They are dead set against that 
inspection tax,” he continued, re- 


ferring to a proposed tax of about | 
1-11 of a cent on each quart of | 


milk to provide funds for inspec- 
tion. “Instead, they would furnish 
the Health Officer with ‘competent 
field inspectors’ and he would be 
duly authorized to accept them. 
Such simplicity is amazing to in- 
telligent people who have learned 
to be suspicious of motives.”

When 
more of them are taken than are 
used in work or play each day, they 
add extra pounds of body weight— 
a good reason for watching them;

Somehow an arithmetical analy- 
sis takes the edge off your appe- 
tite for even angel cake. So, let’s 
spare the record. Anyone can count 
calories. The trick is to control 
them; and that takes will power 
and a co-operative cook. 


If you are cooking for a family 
of faddists, each trying to eat his 
or her way to a different spot on 
the weight chart, you need a good 
nutrition guide and the guile of a 
diplomat. Are the ones who are 
watching their weight carefully go- 
ing in the direction that health and 
common sense indicate they should 
go? 

Nutrition experts say that gain 
or lose, we must first satisfy basic 
body needs; hence the menu plan- 
ning for the home-maker who cooks 
for both want-to-be-lighters and 
want-to-be-heaviers will start with 
the same list of daily “must have.” 


For the thin members of the fam- 
ily she will add fats and starches 
that pack lots of calories into a 
small space. For the stoic stouts 
she will be generous with bulky 
foods of low caloric value. 


The daily “must haves” provide 
mineral elements and vitamins 
which are essential to regulation 
and repair in body processes and to 
protection against disease, The need 
for minerals and vitamins continues 
even when calories are cut. For this 
reason milk, which is too frequently 
considered merely a “fattening 
food,” heads the list for daily 
needs. It carries more protection 
than any other single food. 


Menu planning usually starts with 
the meat or its equivalent for din- 
ner. Fish, broiled chicken, veal, 
and the heart, liver and kidneys of 
various animals have lower caloric 
value usually than have roasts and 
chops of beef, lamb or pork. Oy- 
sters, for instance, run about 200 
calories to the pound, while a nice, 
fat, juicy rib roast will run nearer 
2000 calories. 

Broiling chicken runs about 500 
calories to the pound, while the old- 
er fowl runs about 1000, turkey 1300 
and goose as high as 1700. White 
meat has less fat than dark.

T IS cranberry season, so let us 

make the most of it! No longer 

is this cheery, tart berry con- 
fined to holiday feasts; it has be- 
come one of our most valuable 
menu allies. 

There is no limit to the dishes in 
which we find this versatile fruit, 
‘for it appears in fruit and vege- 
table salads,-with meats, as a meal 
opener in juice form, in desserts 
galore, in breads and in relishes. 
You could not ask for more va- 
riety, and your family may have 
their cranberries as often as they 
like, and always enjoy them. 

Cooking ctfanberries is no trick 


at all. A sauce, strained or other- 
wise, is so simply and quickly made 
that you can easily keep a supply 
on hand for ready use. Most folks 
prefer it with the whole berry left 
in, but you of course, ‘will want to 
follow the dictates of your own 
family. 


For the regular 10-minute sauce, 
boil two cups of water and one to 
one and a half cups of sugar to- 
gether for five minutes. Add one 
pound or four cups of picked-over 
eranberries and boil, without stir- 
ring, for five minutes, or until all 
the skins pop open. Remove from 
fire when the popping stops, and 
allow the sauce to remain in the 
vessel, undisturbed, until cool. 


It is really amazing what can be 
done with a bowl of cranberry 
sauce. It may be spread between 
slices of ham before baking.. It's a 
delightful way to tenderize your 
meat, such as pot roast, and other 
of the tougher cuts. Add two cups 
of the raw cranberries to the juice 
of water in which it is cooking. An- 
other suggestion is to freeze to a 
mush and use as a meat accom- 
paniment,. 

If you are in need of a dessert 
for unexpected dinner guests, you 
May serve the cranberry sauce “as 
is” with crackers and cheese, Or, 
you may make a baking powder 
biscuit dough, shortcake fashion, 
and use the sauce between the lay- 
ers.

stamp has been for- 

bidden in Great Britain, the rea- 
son being that United States author- 
ities have tightened up on the en- 
forcement of the regulations by 
which the importation of publica- 
tions containing any illustrations of 
United States stamps, or any un- 
defaced illustrations of stamps of 
other countries, has been prohibited. 

Under an old law, the consignment 
of Scott’s catalogue for 1937 has 
been refused admission to Great 
Britain, and unless the authorities 
experience a change of heart, the 
catalogues will soon be on their way 
‘back to their publishers in New 
York. 

This barring of Scott’s ¢atalogue 
may mean that American collectors 
will not be able to cofrespond on the 
matter of stamps on a basis that 
they both can understand, as the 
catalogue varies from year to year.

THERE ARE only two foreign 
eatalogues for which there is a de- 
mand in England, the French Yvert 
and Tellier-Champion, and the Amer- 
ican Scott. Hitherto permission has 
been granted for their importation, 
with the reservation that a prede- 
termined total should not be ex- 
ceeded. This year Yverts have been 
admitted. British newspapers have 
suggested that the barring of Scotts 
mray be due to the fact that similar 
publications of Great Britain are 
not permitted to enter the United 
States.

“I HAVE an old stamp of blank 
year, such and such a denomination, 
and of a blank color,” is a common 
letter received by a  philatelist. 

; That means nothing, as most of the 
older stamps on which queries are 
made have many varieties not dis- 
cernable to the uneducated eye. 

Such descriptions of stamps are 
of no avail when it comes to sell- 
ing them. The stamps must be 
available for inspection. The actual 
preserved condition of the stamp 
means everything, and if the stamp 
falls away from the standard of per- 
fection of its particular issue, its 
value falls off correspondingly. 


PARCEL POST privately existed 
as long ago as 1840. The Boston 
Parcel Post, J. H. Patterson, pro- 
prietor, started from an office at 
24 Sudbury street. Although the 
company largely engaged in express 
business, it also handled letters and 
communications sealed with valu- 
able enclosures, which was a cts- 
tomary practice with many of the 
various private local dispatch of- 
fices and express companies of the 
time. 

The Government postal facilities 
of the time were poor, and the de- 
livery unreliable. The competing, 
privately owned firms, however, 
showed greater enterprise, and with 
their generally lower rates and bet- 
ter service thrived and were en- 
couraged by their communities. The 
Boston Parcel Post issued a stamp 
printed in black on dull green pa- 
per of the denomination of three 
cents. It is believed that this was the 
letter rate, and was confined to the 
immedite vicinity of the city. La- 
ter other similar labels appeared 
of higher denomination, arid an old 
advertisement shows that they 
made deliveries of parcels as well. 
Whether or not stamps of the com- 
pany were used on parcels is not 
known, but this is certainly one of 
the first parcel posts in the United 
States.

Problem of Pie Crusts 


Can one make pie dough or 


crusts the night before, and add 
filling the next day? Is so, should 
dough or crust be kept in refrig- 
erator? MRS. M. K. 8. 

This problem may be handled in 
any one of three ways—either a 
pastry mixture may be made of all 
the pie dough ingredients except 
the water, which mixture may be 
kept in a covered can or jar in 
either pantry or refrigerator until 
ready to use; or the entire recipe, 
including water, may be made into 
dough, which may then be wrapped 
in floured waxed paper and kept 
in refrigerator overnight or for 
several days until ready to use; or 
the crusts may be baked ahead of 
time, and kept in waxed paper in 
the pantry overnight. Fill the 
baked pastry shells but a short 
time before using, to prevent a 
soaked crust.

If You Don't, You Will Be

HE editor of one of our most 
famous American newspapers

The agent would say, “No, I can’t; 
I’m busy; I’ve got to run along. I 
can only stay a minute.” And in 
order to disarm the prospect he 
would leave his overcoat on, and 
all of a sudden get to talking in- 
surance. He said that if he re- 
moved his overcoat the prospect 
would immediately begin to erect 
defense reactions and sales resist- 
ance.

YOU CAN SEE from the story 
that he was a good life insurance 
agent and he sold plenty of policies, 
but he began to develop colds every 
winter. Finally the colds became 
continuous so that they would stick 
with him from fall to 8ummer.

Anyway, early in the season is 
the time to begin to prevent, and 
this.is a good suggestion along 
that line.

May Be Made by Handicraft. Clubs tor Needy Children at Yuletide 
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and junior craftsmen may draw 
around them on the stock, while the 
men do the actual sawing. The 
stock is first cut up into rectangles, 
9 by 5 inches: Within the outline 
on the top piece, lightly nail 
through to a second piece below. 
Thus, two bodies can be bandsawed 
at once. While the pieces are still 
nailed together, drill the 1-16-inch 
hole through both, as located on 
the drawing. 

The legs can be made by the 

same method used for the bodies; 
first a pattern, then by doubling 
up the stock for bandsawing. The 
3-16-inch hole is then drilled 
through both as indicated. 
* Now a solid wooden block, 2 and 
9-16 by 1 by % inches, is nailed to 
the leg. This will be the web. Note 
that the legs must be made right 
and left. Hence, the web blocks 
must be nailed to the opposite sides 
of each pair of legs. 

After assembling the webs, the 
rounded bottoms of the legs are 
sanded to shape on a disc-sander. 
This machine is also employed to 
sand a “vee” edge on the under 
side of the body at the tail end. 
This operation, plus the slight flat 
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sanded on the bottom of each leg, 
is important.

The bill and feet are both bright 
red, being dipped in lacquer of that 
color and hung to dry over drip 
troughs to return excess lacquer to 
its container,...... 
_ staple for the pull string is now 
driven into each duck body—an- 
other job for the women and jun- 
iors. Be sure to locate this exactly 
as shown in Plan No. 40. 

Then slip one of the copper wash- 
ers over the copper nail, insert the 
nail through one leg and slip a steel 
washer on the nail for a bearing 
hext to the body. The nail is then 
driven through the hole in the 
body and the washers and second 
leg are placed similar to the first. 

Now, the point of the nail is 
clipped off just above the surface 
of the copper washer, the latter 
then being soldered securely to the 
nail. Both.ends of the nail are 
then touched up with red lacquer. 

The pull-strings are merely 3-foot 
lengths of red string, the kind used 
by stores for tying packages being 
satisfactory. Tie the string to the 
staple and the wobbly duck is com- 
plete. 

For a final test, hold the body 
from below and move forward and 
backward rapidly. The legs should 
swing very loosely on the nail.

éé FRIEND of mine,” writes a 
A young man, “has a wrong 

slant on life. He has a 
mental habit of picking out the 
tragic, unpleasant and bitter things 
in his experience, and building them 
into his personality, so that this 


sentence he utters. I do not know 
what to do about it. 

“So imbued is his general make- 
up with this black outlook, that 
eyen in the little incidences and 
happenings he can find something 
to moan about. He no doubt has 
had many reverses, but he has not 
trained his will sufficiently to cast 
aside the bitter things, and live 
only by the happy and pleasant 
things in life. 

“As a result he seldom laughs, 
has a weak smile, and only on rare 
occasions does he enjoy gatherings 
of his companions. His interests 
have been narrowed down to only 
a few, and even these he growls 
about at times. He is a handsome 
fellow and is swamped with first 
and second invitations, but rarely 
with third and fourth follow-ups.” 

Oddly enough, the same day 
brought another letter, describing 
just the opposite kind of temper 
and mental habit—a lovely letter 
too long to repeat. But it is so ra- 
diant, and it did me so much good 
to read it, that I must make room

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MEMPHIS, Tennessee. 
ITUATED two blocks 
from the Main street 
of Memphis, near the 
lower end of the Ten- 
nessee city’s principal 
downtown business 
section, is a spot said 
to be the only memo- 
rial anywhere in the 
South to a living 
Negro. Handy Park, named for and 
dedicated to Willlam Christopher 
Handy, the venerable colored compos- 
er, is bordered along one side by Beale 
street, the far-famed thoroughfare fre- 
| Quented by the citisenry of Memphis 
“Darktown” in festive moments. 

It was on Beale street nearly three 
decades ago that W. C. Handy wrote 
the greatest of all the blues songs, 
“The St. Louis Blues,” and it was

Memphis Blues,” “The Beale Street 
Blues," “Loveless Love,” and many

Handy left Memphis more than 16 
| Years ago, but the city has never for-

No subsequent discoveries have 
had the sensational quality of the 
discovery of the jewels, but much 
highly significant scientific data 
has been established. One hun- 
dred and one tombs 
excavated, but in none except 
those of the Mixtec era has metal 
work been found. 

The most important knowledge 
gained from the excavations, says 
Professor ‘Caso, is the establish- 
ment of five distinct epochs of 
civilization, each imposed upon 
the remains of the other. This 
building of one city upon the re- 
mains of another is a characteris- 
tic peculiar to Central American 
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have been: 


It 
was during this time that the city 
which is now known by the fairly 
recent name of Monte Alban dom- 
inated the economic and cultural 
life of the gulf regions. To Monte 
Alban came traders from the 
north and the south, bringing 
with them their arts and crafts, 
which the city absorbed to develop 
its own leadership and power. 
The second epoch of the Zapotecs 
is contemporaneous with Old May- 
an and the interchange of ideas 
between the two centers is re- 
vealed in carvings in jade and 
bone, 

The third epoch at Monte Al- 
ban, which is dated at about the 
twelfth century, A. D., represente 
an intermediate stage when con-

tact had been established with 
Teotihuacan, the capitol of the 
Toltecs to the North, and with the 
Mayas of Yucatan. The fourth 
epoch is one of decadence for the 
Zapotecs, when Monte Alban wags 
losing pre-eminence to Teotihua- 
can and the Mayan cities. 

It was during the fifth and jas 
period that the Zapotecs were con- 
quered by the Mixtecs, the splen-. 
did jewelers who left behind 
their tombs the treasures of gojq 
and precious stones. This cop.

ceeding layers of culture in. 

clude an urn from the third 
epoch, representing Coeijo, the 
god of rain, an alabaster slab with 
the representatives of two gods 
and the Zapotecan month glyphs, 
and many rare jades valuable both 
for the purity of the stone and for 
the fine artistry of their carvings. 
Of the jade pieces the one most in- 
teresting from a modern point of 
view is a small carved figure with 
an exceptionally highly developed 
sculpturing. This figure, Profes- 
sor Caso describes as a “Diego 
Rivera” Indian, for it has the 
same proportions, attitudes and 
expression as that found in the 
Indians represented in the schoo!
